MINUTES 

OF   THE 

TWENTIETH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


First  Session. 

Durham,  N.  C,  May  i8,  iSgg. 

The  Association  met  in  Odd  Fellow's  Hall  at  lo  130 
o'clock  a.  m.,  and  was  called  to  order  by  President  W. 
M.  Yearby. 

The  President  introduced  Rev.  W.  C.  Tyree  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  who  invoked  the  Divine  blessing 
upon  the  Association  and  its  deliberations. 

The  President:  I  will  ask  Mr.  J.  H.  Southgate  of 
this  city,  in  behalf  of  the  city  authorities  and  druggists, 
to  bid  you  welcome  to  our  midst. 

Mr.  Southgate. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen : 

With  the  help  of  this  three-flight  stair-case  and  the  sun,  we  can  ex- 
tend to  you  this  morning  a  lofty  and  warm  welcome.  In  further 
effort  to  do  so,  let  me  in  the  beginning  express  the  appreciation  which 
we  as  people  feel  and  have  enteitained  for  your  organization  in  view 
of  repeated  favorable  considerations  you  have  given  us  in  the  past. 

We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  in  1896,  if  my  memoiy  serves 
me  right,  you  elected  one  of  our  most  honored  and  respected  citizens, 
and  one  of  our  "oldest  "  and  most  conservative  of  men,  in  the  person 
of  Mr.  P.  W.  Vaughan,  the  President  of  your  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion ot  North  Carolina.  Not  long  thereafter  you  again  marked  us  for 
distinguished  consideration  by  electing  as  your  President  one  of  our 
noblest  and  handsomest  young  men — the  one  who  now  fills  the  Chair 
with  characteristic  dignity  and  ability,  Mr.  W.  M.  Yearby.  I  feel 
sure  that  his  and  your  work  have  not  been  in  vain  during  his  term  of 
office,  and  that  his  successor  when  he  takes  up  the  gavel  will  find  the 
machinery  in  good  working  order.  Then  again,  I  may  remind  you  of 
a  fact  with  which  many  of  you  are  familiar,  that  ten  years  ago  (hovi^ 
time  flies!)  your  Association  convened  in  Durham- 
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Having,  myself,  had  the  houor  then  to  welcome  you  within  our 
gates,  it  gives  me  added  pleasure  to  greet  you  again  under  like  cir- 
cumstances of  joy.  Upon  the  few  faces  before  me  which  I  can  recall 
as  having  been  present  that  bright,  glad  day,  time  has  left  its  impress, 
but  in  the  main,  I  trust,  has  dealt  gently  with  you  individually  and 
collectively.  In  this  decade  many  of  your  members  have  gone  out  of 
business,  many  have  moved  to  other  States,  some  have  ceased  to  labor 
here  and  joined  the  ranks  of  the  great  majority.  It  is  a  matter  for 
congatulation  that  so  many  of  you  have  felt  impelled  to  leave  your 
business  and  homes  to  attend  your  annual  assembly  for  the  purpose  of 
toiling  on  in  the  work  of  your  cherished  endeavor:  the  building  of 
this  Association  to  the  very  climax  of  helpfulness  to  ^'ourselves,  and 
of  usefulness  and  good  to  all  who  come  within  the  circle  of  your  min- 
istry. 

Be  assured  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  North  Carolina  can 
win  no  higher  success  than  it  has  already  demonstrated  it  so  richly 
deserves.  To  what  more  worthy  end  can  your  Association  work  than 
the  protection  of  the  profession  and  the  people  at  large  from  igno- 
rance, incompetency  and  carelessness  in  dealing  out  drugs  ? 

I  congratulate  you  on  your  associated  efforts  to  protect  the  public 
from  proposed  taxation  of  certain  remedial  agents  arising  from  the 
necessities  of  the  recent  "scrap"'  with  Spain,  and  I  trust  you  suc- 
ceeded in  persuading  Uncle  Sam  to  lift  bis  hand  somewhat  from  off 
your  devoted  heads. 

I  congratulate  you  upon  that  code  of  ethics  which  obtains  among 
you  to  know  each  other  better,  to  move  among,  shake  hands  and  rub 
up  one  against  the  other;  to  learn  that  in  reality  you  have  nothing 
against  the  other  fellow  and  that  the  other  fellow  ought  not  to  have 
anything  against  you;  to  elevate  and  dignify  your  profession  and  bus- 
iness. 

There  is  one  question  to  the  solution  of  which  your  united  efforts 
should  be  directed,  and  if  I  were  a  preacher,  you  might  pardon  an  ap- 
peal in  trying  to  emphasize  this  one  stupendous  achievement  easily 
within  the  reach  of  your  ethical  code.  Not  in  a  critical  way,  nor  in 
the  spirit  of  cant  would  I  presume  to  lift  this  matter  in  such  an  hour 
for  your  contemplation,  but  rather  in  the  spirit  of  that  general  good- 
will and  betterment  which  has  brought  us  together.  From  the  stand- 
point of  ethical  culture,  you  live  in  the  most  favored  part  of  the  entire 
planet,  the  southeastern  section  of  the  United  States. 

The  negro  for  more  than  a  century  has  served  as  a  wall  or  barricade 
to  keep  from  us  that  element  of  European  society  which  is  thought  of 
as  free-thinkers,  free  doers,  anarchists,  nihialists,  atheists,  infidels  and 
ism-ists  without  number.  In  the  northern,  western  and  eastern  sec- 
tions of  our  country  they  have  found  homes  with  just  such  results  to 
the  social  status  of  those  sections  as  might  have  been  expected  from 
such  acquisitions. 
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Thus,  shut  in  from  such  influences,  these,  our  people,  are  preserv- 
ing some  of  the  sweetest  and  best  ideals  the  world  has  ever  received 
through  Christian  civilization.  Let  the  search  be  instituted  from  pole 
to  pole  and  from  shore  to  shore.  Without  fear  of  contradiction,  I 
affirm  that  the  best  type  of  Christianity,  the  best  type  of  faith,  simple, 
child-like,  the  best  conception  of  God  as  a  Father,  and  of  that  frater- 
nity which  grows  out  of  a  recognition  of  a  common  fatherhood,  are  to 
be  found  in  this  southeastern  section  of  the  United  States,  and  if  we 
are  only  true  to  these  ideals,  the  world  will  yet  turn  hither  its  solici- 
tous eyes  to  seek  truths  it  needs  and  must  have  to  lead  it  back  from 
the  wilderness  of  that  which  is  dim,  doubtful,  invisible,  superstitious, 
faithless  to  paths  of  light  and  life. 

The  mighty  pillar  which  props  this  superstructure  so  exalted,  is  the 
sanctity  of  the  Sabbath  day.  God's  own  institution,  it  brings  rest  for 
the  weary,  joy  to  the  sorrowful,  peace  to  the  troubled.  A  million  of 
our  children  in  ten  thousand  Sunday  schools  carol  glad  anthems  of 
praise  with  its  every  dawn,  and  on  this  day  the  fathers  and  mother's  of 
Israel's  hosts,  scattered  throughout  the  villages,  towns  and  country 
districts,  take  down  the  old  book — that  chart  of  the  race — and  read  it 
to  their  children. 

Does  the  sun  in  his  journey  from  horizon  to  horizon  look  down  upon 
a  scene  more  beautiful,  more  blessed  than  this  ?  This  institution,  the 
Sabbath  day,  is  now  enthroned  in  the  minds  of  our  people  with  rever- 
ential love,  and  every  avenue  of  life,  civil,  social,  business  and  reli- 
gious feels  the  thrill  of  its  benign  power  and  influence. 

You  are  not  unmindful  of  the  arguments  pro  and  con  for  the  sale  of 
wares  on  this  day;  the  drug  clerk's  claim  for  rest,  the  drug  clerk's  sal- 
ary, the  large  demand  for  goods,  not  medicine,  which  comes  from 
good  people,  church  people,  if  you  please,  and  all  that.  You  and  I 
have  many  times  heard  the  "scizzing"  of  the  soda  water  fount  and 
seen  the  flame  of  the  alcohol  lamp  at  the  cigar  counter  when  the 
church  bells  were  ringing,  and  when  all  other  marts  of  trade  were 
closed.  Without  attempting  or  presuming  to  blame  any  one,  and 
freed  from  the  spirit  of  complaint,  I  would  suggest  that  as  an  Associ- 
ation of  Christian  gentlemen,  you  rise  in  the  power  of  your  strength 
above  the  realm  of  debate  on  the  right  and  wrong  of  keeping  open 
doors  on  this  day  of  days,  and  resolve  that  you  will  recognize  the  Sab- 
bath as  God's  day  and  Man's  day,  that  it  is  a  holy  day;  that  you  will 
hand  down  to  posterity  unimpaired  this  f^reat  insiitution,  so  that,  if 
it  should  ever  fall  no  generation  which  succeeds  ours  shall  ever  justly 
place  a  scintilla  of  blame  upon  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of 
North  Carolina. 

Already  acquainted  with  "old  man"  Vaughan  and  President 
Yearby,  it  remains  for  me  to  introduce  to  you  Mr.  Paul  Sneed,  your 
Chesterfieldian  druggist;  Messrs.  Hackney  Bros.,  one  of  whom,  Bob 
we  call  him,  responded  to  his  country's  call,  and  with  fires  of  patriot- 
ism burning  in  his  heart,  offered  his  life,  if  necessary,  for  the  honor  of 
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the  flag;  A.  B.  Matthews,  who  so  recently  evolved  from  a  side  street 
and  opened  as  his  principal  place  of  business  the  large  emporium  on 
the  corner  of  Main  and  Corcoran  Streets,  and  last,  but  not  least,  Dr. 
Blacknall,  the  pioneer  of  the  business  in  this  section,  an  old  vet  of  the 
pestle  and  mortar  who  will  always  reign  in  the  hearts  of  our  people 
for  quietude  in  the  pursuit  of  honor,  integrity  and  wisdom.  While 
here,  pass  frequently  into  their  stores  and  help  yourselves.  They  and 
I  will  set  up  drinks,  and  if  they  do  not  pay  for  them,  I  will. 

Our  most  gracious  welcome  is  accorded  you  to  our  homes,  to  all  we 
have.  I  ask  the  pleasure  of  voicing  the  hope  of  this  entire  commun- 
ity that  in  entering  upon  the  labors  of  your  20th  anniversary,  you  may 
find  your  organization  strong  in  the  faith  of  its  endeavors,  and  that 
this  meeting  particularly  will  furnish  a  demonstration,  like  unto 
what  you  have  never  before  witnessed,  of  the  boundless  good  which 
is  to  be  derived  from  the  Association,  organization  and  work  of  the 
Pharmacists  of  North  Carolina. 

The  President.  I  will  ask  ]\Ir.  J.  B.  Smith  to  re- 
spond to  the  very  kind  address  to  which  we  have  just 
listened. 

Mr.  Smith. 

Hon.  J.  H.  Soidhgate : 

Were  it  not  usual  to  respond  to  addresses  of  welcome,  because  of 
the  cordial,  hearty  and  so  eloquent  words  of  greeting  we  have  just 
heard,  this  would  be  a  fitting  occasion  to  institute  the  response. 

We  have  been  nobly  bidden  to  be  glad,  as  we  meet  for  a  noble  pur- 
pose, in  this  noble  city,  the  decimal  city  of  North  Carolina  Pharmacy; 
for  here  we  held  our  tenth,  and  now  our  twentieth  annual  meeting. 
And  so  may  the  prescriptions  be  ten  and  twenty  times  multiplied  on 
the  files  of  each  member,  to  alleviate  suffering  humanity,  as  the  years 
go  on. 

The  most  fitting  response,  however,  to  the  apt  and  unique  address 
of  welcome,  the  most  appropriate  manner,  as  I  conceive  it,  for  me  and 
my  CO  laborers  to  show  our  hearty  appreciation,  of  this  welcome  you 
extend  to  us,  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Durham  is,  to  rightly  manifest 
our  capacity,  as  well  around  the  festal  boards,  as  the  counsel  fires  here 
lighted,  by  which  the  world  may  take  knowledge  of  our  advancement 
in  pharmaceutical  science,  and  gastronomic  capabilities  ! 

We  come  sir,  from  fields  of  toil,  of  watching  and  battling,  in  the 
anxious  mixing  and  mingling,  and  care  encumbered  triturations.  We 
the  Knights  of  the  Spatula,  do  not  bring  with  us  the  trophies  of  the 
chase  or  the  spoils  of  victories  won,  but  a  knowledge  of  the  Art  of  the 
Craft.  And  thus  do  we  celebrate  the  triumphs  gained  by  the  noble 
order,  over  microbes,  germs  and  hosts  of  such  vile  pests  of  the  human 
system ;  all  more  insidious  in  their  warfare,  more  cruel  and  inhuman 
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in  their  tortures,  more  cunning  in  their  attacks  and  harder  of  defeat 
than  any  of  the  enemies  engaged  by  the  far-famed  Knights  of  Old. 

And  while  we  are  here  assembled  to  debate  and  devise  means  of 
warfare  and  extermination  against  these  so  fearful  pests  and  emisaries 
of  unknown  agencies,  we  congratulate  and  felicitate  ourselves  on  the 
happy  fact,  that  we  thus  meet  again  in  one  of  the  most  delightful 
cities  in  this  the  best  State  of  a  Union,  strong  and  mighty  among  the 
nations  of  the  earth. 

We  humbly  lay  at  the  feet  of  the  great  Durham,  the  honors  crowded 
upon  us  in  the  past,  and  sincerely  thank  you  for  the  courteous  greet- 
ing you  give  us. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll,  and  there  being  more 
than  a  quorum  present,  the  President  declared  the  meet- 
ing ready  for  business. 

The  President.  Next  in  order  is  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bobbitt  the  reading  of  the  minutes 
was  dispensed  with,  as  copies  of  the  printed  proceedings 
had  been  dis'ributed  through  the  mail. 

The  President.  I  will  ask  ^Ir.  Smith  to  take  the 
Chair. 

The  President  then  read  his  address  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Phannaceut.'cal  Association  : 

Again  you  have  seen  fit  to  meet  in  our  city  after  an  absence  of  ten 
years.  It  was  here  that  I  joined  the  Association,  just  ten  years  ago, 
and  to-day,  at  our  Twentieth  Annual  Meeting,  I  have  the  honor  to  ad- 
dress you  as  your  Chief  Executive. 

You  have  met  upon  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic,  the  mountain  peaks 
of  the  west,  and  in  the  cotton  belt  section  of  Central  Carolina,  and  to- 
day, among  the  hills  of  weed  that  has  made  the  State  famous,  and  in  a 
city  whose  products  reach  every  civilized  nation  on  the  Globe. 

My  address  will  not  be  a  lengthy  one,  but  border  and  touch  such 
items  of  interest  that  may  be  valuable  at  our  meeting. 

In  my  official  capacity  I  have  appointed  the  usual  committees,  and 
in  addition  have  been  called  upon  to  take  action  as  President  of  this 
body  towards  the  adoption  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  resolutions,  of  which  I 
mailed  a  copy  to  every  member  of  the  Association  and  retail  druggist 
in  the  State,  for  their  careful  consideration.  Receiving  inadequate 
support  their  consideration  was  postponed  until  our  regular  meeting. 
The  N.  A.  R.  D.  can  accomplish  much,  and  I  recommend  this  body  to 
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3'ou  gentlemen  for  your  careful  consideration.  We  cannot  accomplish 
as  much  as  a  State  body  as  the  National  is  now  doing. 

Again  I  was  called  upon  to  send  a  delegation  to  Raleigh  to  investi- 
gate the  Reeves  Bill,  pending  before  our  last  Assembly.  The  Com- 
mittee was  duly  appointed  and  visited  Raleigh  and  secured  a  hearing 
before  the  bill  was  presented,  which  would  have  caused  much  loss  of 
business  had  it  been  adopted. 

The  \v.\r  tax.  Doubtless  this  will  be  the  most  interesting  subject 
represented.  At  our  last  meeting,  the  war  tax  under  schedule  B  was 
then  under  consideration,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  visit 
Washington  and  urge  our  representatives  to  use  their  influence  in  se- 
curing the  bill  to  allow  us  the  privilege  to  sell  goods  on  hand  untaxed, 
or  as  an  alternate,  if  it  must  be,  to  stamp  goods  as  sold.  The  alternate 
seemed  to  be  the  only  course  to  pursue  and  was  adopted.  The  Com- 
mittee did  all  in  their  power  to  secure  the  best  results. 

Our  profession  nationally  h^s  paid  into  the  treasury  from  July  ist, 
189S,  to  March  ist,  1S99,  l3. 747,6i6  09  or  5  44-100  of  the  entire  tax  ; 
seemingly  small  as  compared  with  other  resources,  yet  meaning  much 
to  our  business,  as  many  manufacturers  have  taken  the  advantage  of 
us  and  are  not  only  charging  us  for  the  stamps,  but  have  added  a 
profit  thereto.  This  course  has  been  met  with  opposition  throughout 
the  entire  land.  While  20  per  cent  of  the  manufacturers  are  patriotic 
enough  to  bear  their  share  of  the  burden,  the  other  So  per  cent  not  only 
charge  up  their  patriotism  to  us,  but  say  we  must  add  to  their  bank 
account  as  well.  Further  comment  I  think  is  unnecessary  until  con- 
certed action  is  taken  protesting  throughout  the  United  States.  As  it 
is  there  seems  to  be  no  remedy  wnth  the  majority  of  the  proprietors, 
but  this  should  lead  to  home  manufacture  of  a  full  and  complete  line 
of  household  remedies. 

I  would  suggest  that  every  pharmacist  manufacture  and  push  his  own 
remedies,  or  the  Association  as  a  body  or  stock  company  manufacture 
a  full  line  of  remedies,  comprising  alteratives,  tonics,  cough  syrups, 
liniments,  etc.,  make  known  their  formuke,  and  furnish  to  the  retail 
^^•■•J^gists  at  the  lowest  possible  cost,  every  man  in  a  local  way  pushing 
the  sale  of  these  remedies  as  much  as  possible.  The  trade  in  general 
would  readily  appreciate  and  endorse  a  remedy  whose  contents  would 
be  made  public.     I  commend  this  step  and  advise  its  adoption. 

The  manufacture  and  the  ever  increasing  preference  for  somebody's 
elegant  pharmaceutical  mixture  whose  superiority  aspires  to  the  pin- 
nacle of  fame,  will  cause  our  shelves  to  soon  give  way  under  the  heavy 
load  which  they  now  have  to  carry  of  such  diversified  preferences. 
Our  bank  account  is  already  gone  in  our  mad  attempt  to  be  numbered 
among  the  so  called  progressive  druggists.  We  stand  to  day  a  simple 
trader  dealing  out  manufactured  products,  while  our  dispensing  is  fast 
growing  to  be  a  lost  art. 

The  new  chemical  discoveries  should  not  go  unnoticed.  The  doc- 
tor's office  is  continually  flooded  with  well  worded  literature  which 
often  leads  to  a  demand  for  an  article  which  is  nothing  more  thau 
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•remedies  that  he  has  combined  for  years  and  years  and  gotten  the 
same  results.  Yet  we  are  forced  to  buy  at  an  exhorbitant  price  a  com- 
bination already  prepared  which  costs  but  a  few  cents,  and  pay  dollars 
for  the  privilege  of  using  the  name,  while  the  manufacturers  are 
rapidly  growing  rich  at  our  expense. 

I  would  suggest  as  a  remedy  that  we  urge  the  North  Carolina  Med- 
ical Society  to  adopt  the  National  Formulary  and  such  other  steps  be 
taken  as  the  Association  deems  advisable  to  correct  this  fast  growin  •; 
evil  as  much  as  possible. 

The  Cutter.  This  subject  has  been  much  commented  on  and  no  lit- 
tle has  been  written,  and  there  seems  to  be  but  one  or  two  practical 
remedies,  viz  ,  local  organization  where  the  evil  exists  and  the  rebate 
plan  adopted  by  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  They  claim,  out  of  one  thousand 
and  fifty-nine  cities  and  towns  visited,  full  retail  prices  prevailed  in 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  cut  prices  in  io8,  seventy-two  of 
these  places  have  been  redeemed  and  restored  to  full  price,  yet  this 
Association  is  not  more  than  six  months  old,  and  has  been  the  means 
of  remedying  cut  rates  to  a  large  extent.  If  this  Association  receives 
proper  support,  I  don't  think  a  better  prospect  for  our  future  welfare 
has  existed,  in  the  last  few  years  as  does  to-day,  all  attributable  to  or- 
ganization. 

American  Ph.^rmaceutical  Association. 
I  cannot  too  strongly  endorse  or  recommend  this  Association  to  our 
members.  Our  future  welfare  lies  in  this  great  body.  It  has  accom- 
plished much  and  can  largely  aid  State  Associations  I  especially 
urge  our  members  to  join  this  noble  institution,  the  proceedings 
alone  will  more  than  compensate  you  for  the  annual  dues  and  will  be 
a  valuable  addition  to  your  library. 

Our  State  Association  from  all  reports  is  in  a  growing  condition,  and 
our  Treasury  is  in  excellent  shape.  I  would  suggest  that  the  Associa- 
tion make  its  meetings  more  interesting  and  try  to  secure  a  larger  at- 
tendance by  having  more  scientific  and  commercial  papers  read,  and 
offering  prizes,  getting  them  out  in  ample  time  to  allow  any  and  all 
full  time  for  their  preparation. 

Last  but  not  least,  our  school  of  pharmacy  at  the  State  University  is 
upon  the  eve  of  closing  its  second  successful  year,  i  especially  recom- 
mend that  you  lend  your  support  and  aid  to  this  institution  as  much  as 
possible,  and  encourage  its  Professors,  for  under  their  care  the  future 
career  of  our  pharmacists  is  assured. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  gentlemen  for  the  honor  you  have  bestowed 
upon  me.  I  have  endeavored  to  serve  you  faithfully  and  impartially, 
and  I  hope  you  will  be  charitable  in  looking  over  my  mistakes,  and  if 
you  find  any  good  qualities  I  hope  you  will  see  them  through  a  magni- 
fying glass.  I  will  resume  my  former  position,  a  common  private  in 
the  rear  rank,  to  serve  you  whenever  and  wherever  I  can.  Wishing 
the  future  career  of  the  Association  a  boundless  success,  I  again  thank 
you. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Cook  the  address  was  referred  to  a 
Committee  of  three  to  report  on  its  snggestions  at  a  sub- 
sequent meeting. 

Carried. 

The  Chairman.  I  will  appoint  on  that  Committee 
Mr.  Vaughan,  Mr.  Bobbitt  and  Mr.  O'Hanlon. 

President  Yearby  resumed  the  Chair. 

The  following  were  appointed  as  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee for  this  meeting:  Messrs.  Hancock,  Morris  and 
Scott. 

President.  We  will  now  have  the  report  of  the  Sec- 
retary.    The  report  was  read  as  follows: 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

To  the  Officers  and  Dleuibers  of  the  Norili  Carolina  Pliarmaceutical 
Association. 

Gentlemen: — Immediately  after  our  adjournment  last  year  I  again 
solicited  advertisements  for  our  proceedings  preparatory  to  their  pub- 
lication. After  a  great  deal  of  correspondence,  and  notwithstanding 
some  discouragement  at  the  outset,  I  succeeded  in  procuring  them  to 
the  amount  of  S175 — an  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

Whether  the  income  from  this  source  will  be  available  in  the  future 
will  be  determined  largely  by  the  action  of  members  of  the  Association 
in  showing  their  appreciation  of  this  patronage  on  the  part  of  adver- 
tisers. 

At  our  meeting  in  1895  at  Morehead  City,  the  Secretary  requested 
the  privilege  of  canvassing  for  a  limited  number  of  advertisements  to 
be  appended  to  the  proceeding'^  in  order  to  strengthen  our  treasury 
which  had  required  and  procured  aid  on  several  occasions,  in  order  to 
niest  its  obligations,  from  the  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  North  Carolina 
Board  of  Pharmacy.  On  motion  of  our  lamented  first  President,  E. 
M.  Nadal,  the  request  was  granted.  Since  that  time  the  revenue  from 
this  source  has  amounted  to  %\  10.  It  is  easy  to  imagine  the  embarass- 
ment  that  would  have  befallen  us  but  for  this  income. 

Owing  to  delay  in  the  recovery  from  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  cer- 
tain papers  necessary  to  be  incorporated  in  the  proceedings  till  about 
the  loth  of  September  last,  the  manuscript  of  the  proceedings  was  not 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  publishers  untill  September  13.  The  printed 
copies  were  received  October  7th,  and  on  that  day  mailed  to  members 
of  the  Association,  Pharmaceutical  Journals,  the  advertisers,  etc. 

Complimentary  copies  of  they?  ;«^r?Va«  Druggist,  Druggists''  Circu- 
lar, Meyer  Bros.'  Drtiggist,  Western  Pfuggist,  Ptiarmaceittical Er^x 
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National  Druggist,  Merck's  Report,  Montreal  Pharmaceutical  Jour- 
nal, Drug  Topics  and  Practical  Druggist  have  been  received  during 
the  past  year. 

Messrs.  Muth  Bros.  &  Co.,  the  well  known  drug  firm  of  Baltimore, 
have  again  placed  at  our  disposal  a  copy  of  either  the  U.  S.  or  National 
Dispensatory,  to  be  awarded  as  a  prize  at  this  meeting. 

Announcements  of  the  present  meeting  were  issued  April  i8th,  to 
registered  pharmacists  of  this  State,  to  colleges  of  Pharmacy,  Phar- 
maceutical Journals,  wholesale  drug  firms  and  officers  of  other  Asso- 
ciations.

We  have  this  afternoon  a  game  of  base  ball, 
just  after  the  rain  that  will  be,  I  suppose,  and  we  have 
other  things.  I  do  not  know  when  these  will  come  off, 
probably  at  the  barbecue  to-morrow  afternoon. 

Mr.  Vaughan.  A  case  of  chemicals  we  have  also, 
and  a  guessing  contest,  throwing  contest  and  several 
other  things.  The  next  thing  we  have  on  the  program, 
however,  is  a  concert  at  four.  To-night  we  have,  as 
announced  by  the  President  this  morning,  a  minstrel 
show  at  the  Opera  House,  given  complimentary  to  the 
members  of  the  Association.  Each  member  will  be 
furnished  with  a  ticket  if  he  will  apply  down  stairs. 

The  President.  Tiie  hour  for  the  concert  has  ar- 
rived, and  it  is  raining.      What  will  yon  do  about  it? 

Mr.  Fetzer.  I  propose  that  we  attend,  and  have  a 
short  meeting  afterwards,  if  it  is  raining  too  hard  to  go 
to  the  Park. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fetzer  a  recess  was  ordered  until  5 
o'clock. 

May  18,  5  p.  m. 
The    Association    re-assembled,    President  Yearby  in 
the  Chair. 

The  President.  The  first  thing  to  come  up  before 
the  meeting  is   the  discussion  of  the  claims  of  the  Na- 
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tional  Association  of  Retail  Druggists  upon  the  support 
of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association.  We 
would  like  to  hear  from  Mr.  Vaughan  on  this  subject. 

Mr.  Vaughan.  Mr.  President,  I  haven't  anything 
special.  I  just  asked  this  morning  that  we  devote  this 
hour  to  that  subject.  The  National  Association  of  Re- 
tail Druggists  was  organized,  every  one  knows,  to  pre- 
vent the  cutting  of  prices,  etc.,  and  we  want,  it  seems 
to  me,  to  join  that  Association,  and  endorse  it,  or  give 
it  some  money,  or  help  them  out  somehow.  If  anybody 
knows  any  more  about  this  Association  than  I,  I  would 
like  to  hear  from  them.  That  is  what  we  desire  to  talk 
about  this  afternoon.  Suppose  you  all  express  your 
sentiments  about  it.  Here  are  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  organized  at  St.  Louis;  probably  all  of  you 
are  familiar  with  them,  and  know  the  object  of  this  As- 
sociation. 

The  Secretary.  Mr.  President,  I  suggest  that  Mr. 
Vaughan  read  the  circular  from  the  National  Association 
pf  Retail  Druggists. 

The  Circular  was  read  by  Mr.  Vaughan. 

Mr.  Vaughan.  I  do  not  know  what  else  can  be  said. 
This  paper  is  perfectly  plain,  and  I  think  this  Associa- 
tion ought  to  go  on  record. 

Mr.  Bobbitt.  I  would  like  to  ask  how  much  it  would 
cost  the  Association  to  become  a  member  of  the  N.  A. 
R.  D. 

The  President.  Twenty-five  cents  per  member, 
which  would  amount  to  about  forty  dollars  for  this  As- 
sociation. 

Mr.  Horne.  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  let  this  oppor- 
tunity pass  without  making  a  favorable  response  for 
North  Carolina  to  this  circular.  We  ought  to  join  the 
Association.   Organization  is  essential  at  this  time.     We 
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have  a  National  Proprietor's  Association,  a  National 
Wholesale  Druggists  Association;  and  there  are  National 
Associations,  representing  almost  every  vocation  in  the 
country  except  that  of  the  Retail  Druggist.  The  Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical  Association,  though  a  great  and 
useful  body,  will  not  suffice  for  this  purpose.  That  con- 
tains proprietors,  manufacturers,  wholesale  druggists, 
and  retail  drug^^ists.  We  want  something  to  ourselves. 
We  find  that  our  profits  are  being  narrowed  year  by  year 
and  day  by  day.  The  growing  wealth  of  so-called  pro- 
prietors, affording  them  the  ability  to  advertise  exten- 
sively, has  increased  the  percentage  of  our  sales  at  un- 
remunerative  prices  and  correspondingly  curtailed  our 
legitimate  business,  and  it  is  essential  that  we  shall  meet 
them,  and  meet  them  to  fight  them.  We  cannot  ac- 
complish anything  with  them  by  persuasion,  by  appeal, 
or  by  protest.  We  must  organize  and  encourage  this 
movement.  It  is  indespensablc  that  we  shall  make  a 
profit  of  fifty  per  cent  on  small  sales  of  these  goods.  Let 
us  join  and  send  our  delegates  to  the  meeting  at  Cincin- 
nati; let's  not  hesitate  to  spend  a  little  money  for  this 
purpose. 

The  President.  Mr.  Stedman,  we  would  be  glad  to 
hear  from  you. 

Mr.  Stedman.  Mr.  President,  I  have  not  given 
much  thought  to  this  Association,  but  I  say,  if  there  is 
any  way  in  the  world  to  fight  these  fellows,  let's  fight 
them.  It  is  a  very  serious  matter,  as  Mr.  Home  says. 
We  are  forced  to  sell  their  goods  at  too  small  a  profit. 
We  cannot  do  business  at  the  old  stand,  I  am  in  favor 
of  our  joining  this  Association.  I  am  in  favor  of  put- 
ting forty  dollars  in  it  just  to  see  how  the  thing  works. 

Mr.  Vaughan.  Mr,  President,  I  think  Mr.  Stedman 
is  on  the  right  track.  It  is  with  this  Association  as  to 
whether  there  will  be  any  patent  medicines  sold  in  this 
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State  or  not.  I  believe  it  can  be  controlled.  I  believe 
that  we  can  go  into  the  manufacture  of  household  rem- 
edies, and  if  we  cannot  arrano^e  matters  with  proprietors 
there  is  another  way.  Of  course  we  do  not  want  to 
adopt  anything  of  that  kind  at  this  meeting.  I  believe 
that  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists  will 
solve  the  question  without  further  trouble,  and  I  believe  ' 
that  it  can  dictate  the  wholesale  prices  at  which  these 
articles  shall  be  sold. 

Mr.  Simpson.  Will  you  let  us  know  how  many 
members  there  are  on  the  book. 

Mr.  Vaughan.  At  the  last  meeting  there  were  135 
active  members. 

Mr.  Vaughan  read  a  paper  concerning  the  price  and 
purchase  cf  retail  drugs. 

Mr.  Fetzer.  I  think,  just  like  Mr.  Home,  that  the 
wholesale  man  have  their  associations  and  organizations 
and  dictate  so  and  20,  and  I  think  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Retail  Druggists  has  got  to  do  the  same  thing. 
I  believe  that  this  is  the  only  remedy  we  can  have  lor 
cutting  and  other  evils. 

Mr.  Jenkins.  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen:  I  have 
just  recently  made  a  trip  through  Ohio,  Pennsylvania 
and  Kentucky,  and  I  have  seen  and  had  occasion  to  look 
into  the  workings  of  this  Association  of  Retail  Druggists 
in  those  States,  and  wherever  I  have  been,  I  find  the 
druggists  enthusiastic  in  its  support. 

In  Louisville,  Kentucky,  there  are,  or  was,  on  the  ist 
of  April,  149  druggists.  One  hundred  and  forty-eight 
of  them  are  members  of  that  Association,  and  the  other 
one  is  not.  They  have  been  unable  to  make  any  com- 
promise with  him  at  all.  Up  to  the  time  of  his  opening 
that  store,  there  was  no  cutting  in  Louisville;  since  he 
opened,    there  f^re,  I    have    been    informed,   thirty-nine 
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druggists  who  have  failed  on  account  of  the  cutting  of 
prices.  Now,  the  Chairman  of  the  Association,  just 
about  the  time  that  I  was  in  the  city,  stated  that  he  had 
received  numerous  promises  from  the  manufacturers  that 
tliey  would  not  sell  to  this  party.  They  have  been 
watching  this  party  very  closely,  and  they  caught  one 
"of  these  manufacturers  shipping  him  dru2s.  They  im- 
mediately notified  St.  Louis,  Cincinnati  and  Pittsburg; 
and  Louisville  decided  that  they  would  handle  no  more 
goods  manufactured  by  this  concern,  and  to-day  you 
cannot  buy  a  package  of  medicine  manufactured  by  it' 
even  at  full  prices. 

Now,  this  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists 
numbers  23,000  in  the  United  States.  They  will  en- 
deavor to  protect  any  locality  where  the  cut  rate  is  in 
force;  they  will  make  it  very  difficult  for  cut  rate  stores 
to  obtain  goods,  and  they  will  put  them  out  of  business; 
and  they  will  tell  the  manufacturers,  if  you  don't  do 
this,  we  will  have  23,000  Druggists  in  the  United  States 
to  handle  no  more  of  your  goods.  They  propose  to  take 
hold  of  it  in  the  right  way.  They  have  restored  prices 
in  about  ten  or  twelve  cities  in  Ohio  by  their  action. 
There  are  a  number  of  places  in  Kentucky  now  having 
full  prices. 

Now,  there  is  another  advantage  in  joining  this  Asso- 
ciation; there  is  a  concern  in  Philadelphia  known  as  the 
Miller  Drug  Co.  They  have  300  cut  rate  stores  located 
over  the  United  States;  they  opened  one  in  Norfolk. 
Before  they  went  to  Roanoke,  Roanoke  enjoyed  full 
prices  on  all  patent  medicines.  Now,  since  that  store 
has  opened,  the  Druggists  there  are  endeavoring  to  run 
that  man  off. 

The  cutting  of  patent  medicines  has  increa.sed  the  sale 
of  the  manufacturers'  good  50  per  cent,  on  what  it  was 
before.  It  is  only  a  question  of  a  few  weeks  before  they 
will  have  one  in  North  Carolina,     If  they  once  get  a 
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foothold  here,  your  prices  are  gone.  To  prevent  that 
would  be  to  join  this  Association,  and  at  the  same  time 
send  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  informing  the  manufac- 
turers that  if  their  preparations  are  sold  at  cut  rate  prices, 
you  positively  refuse  to  handle  any  more  of  their  goods. 
Do  this,  and  I  do  not  believe  you  will  ever  have  a  cut 
rate  store  in  North  Carolina. 

To  illustrate  the  point  I  want  to  make  clear,  you  take 
one  of  those  cut  rate  stores.  They  probably  get  on  a 
side  street;  their  main  object  in  going  there  is  to  reduce 
the  prices  that  you  have  been  selling  goods  at.  One  of 
these  stores  cannot  take  in  over  $30-00  a  day  at  the 
prices  they  are  selling  their  goods;  I  do  believe  they  are 
taking  in  that  much,  but  I  have  not  sufficient  data  to 
prove  that  assertion. 

Now  mv  idea  of  the  way  they  manage  these  cut  rate 
stores  is  that  they  pay  the  men  that  they  place  in  charge 
there  to  keep  the  store  open.  Where  they  have  cut 
rate  stores  they  do  not  do  the  advertising;  they  let  the 
Druggists  do  that. 

If  you  will  take  this  matter  up,  join  this  Association,    • 
which  I  think  is  an  excellent  thing.     I  do  not  think  you 
will  have  any  trouble  with  cut  rate  stores  in  North  Car- 
olina. 

A  Member.   I  do  not  know  whether  or  not  we  have 

cut  rate  stores  in  North  Carolina.      I  would  like  to  know. 

Mr    Vaughan.    Mr.  President,   it   seems   to   me  that 

out  of  150  Druggists  that  the    149  could  prevent  him 

from  getting  these  supplies.      I  cannot  understand  it._ 

I  think  this  Ar^sociation  ought  to  go  on  record  as  being 
in  favor  of  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists 
and  the  fact  published  in  every  pharmaceutical  journal 
in  this  country.  I  move  that  this  Association  apply  for 
membership  in  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Drug- 
eists. 
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Mr.  Johdax.  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  make  a 
sugg^estion,  that  we  add  twenty-five  cents  to  our  annual 
dues  for  this  purpose. 

Mr.  Vaughan.  Mr.  President,  I  think  we  have  more 
money  in  our  treasury  now  than  we  have  ever  had  before, 
and  that  is  hardly  necessary. 

The  President.  Gentlemen,  any  further  discussion 
on  this  subject?  It  has  been  moved  by  Mr.  Vaughan 
that  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  join 
the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  and  send 
two  delegates  and  defray  the  expenses. 

A  Member.  I  offer  an  amendment,  that  we  send  only 
one  delegate. 

A  division  of  the  question  was  called  for. 

The  President.  We  will  vote  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Vaughan,  that  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation join  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists. 

Carried  by  a  large  majority. 

The  President.  We  will  now  take  up  the  question 
of  the  sending  of  delegates. 

Mr.  Stedman.  I  suggest,  Mr.  President,  that  we  pay 
the  railroad  fare.  I  would  like  to  say  in  all  seriousness 
that  I  think  the  application  should  be  accompanied  by 
the  resolutions  of  this  Association,  entering  our  protest 
against  cut  rates  and  all  manufacturers  who  would  sell 
to  cutters  in  this  State.  I  suggest  right  now  that  the 
resolutions  accompany  tlie  application  for  membership. 

Mr.  Hancock.  I  suggest  that  a  committee  of  three  be 
appointed,  with  Mr.  Jordan  as  chairman,  to  draft  suit- 
able resolutions  to  be  adopted  by  this  Association  and 
sent  to  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists. 

Mr.  Jordan.  I  ma':e  the  motion  that  we  senc]  at  least 
one  delegate  and  pay  the  expenses, 
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Mr.  Horne.  I  offer  an  amendment  to  that,  that  we 
send  two  delegates  and  pay  their  railroad  fare. 

Mr.  Jordan.   I  accept  the  amendment. 
Adopted. 

Mr.  Hancock.  I  move  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  draft  suitable  resolutions  to  accompany  the  application 
for  membership,  to  be  presented  to  this  Association  for 
adoption. 

Carried. 

The  President.  I  will  appoint  on  that  committee 
Mr.  R.  H.  Jordan,  of  Charlotte;  Mr.  Stedman,  of  Ox- 
ford, and  Mr.  Vaughan,  of  Durham. 

The  President.  Any  of  you  who  want  to  go  through 
the  factories,  will  meet  at  the  Carrolina  Hotel  to-morrow 
at  9  o'clock.  We  will  then  have  a  morning  session  from 
io:oo  until  i  :oo. 

To-morrow  afternoon  promptly  at  i  :oo  we  leave  for 
Huckleberry,  if  we  can  get  through  with  our  work  in 
three  hours.     The  barbecue  is  scheduled  for  2:30. 

Meeting  adjourned  until  Friday,  10:00  a.,  m. 


Third  Session. 

Friday  Morning,  May  /p,  i8gg. 

The  iVssociation  met,  and  was  called  to  order  by  Pres- 
ident Yearby  at  10:30  a.  m. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meetings  read  and 
approved. 

Mr.  Vaughan.   Gentlemen,  before  we  go  further,  I 

see  the  face  of  a  gentleman   here  to-day  that  was  not 

here  yesterday,  familiar  to  every  man  in  the  house,  one 

who  has  been  traveling  in  this  State  for  the  past  forty 
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years, — Mr.  Brookfield,  of  New  York.      I  move  that  the 
courtesies  of  the  floor  be  extended  to  Mr.  Brookfield. 

This  motion  was  greeted  with  applause  and  unani- 
mously adopted. 

Mr.  Brookfield.  Thank  you  very  kindly,  friends  for 
the  courtesy. 

The  President,  We  will  now  hear  the  continuation 
of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Mr.  Hicks,  Chairman,  submitted  the  following  : 
To  The  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

GenTI,Emen: — Your  Executive  Committee  beg  to  report  that  they 
have  received  seven  applications  for  membership  properly  endosed, 
and  which  have  been  acted  upon  by  the  Association,  concerning  the 
condition  of  the  Association,  membership,  deaths,  suspensions, 
finances,  etc.  We  vv^ould  refer  you  to  the  Reports  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer. 

During  the  session  of  the  Legislature  a  bill  was  introduced  which 
was  very  prejudicial  to  manufacturers  in  particular,  and  the  entire 
trade  in  general.  We  refer  to  the  bill  requiring  formulas  to  be  printed 
on  each  wrapper  or  label.  The  President  appointed  our  Chairman  a 
special  committee  of  one  to  act  with  the  Committee  on  Legislation  in 
the  matter. 

We  saw  the  Committee  of  the  Legislature  in  whose  hands  the  bill 
rested  and  made  appointment  to  appear  and  consider  the  matter. 
But  thanks  to  the  very  effective  work  of  your  Committee  on  Legisla- 
tion, this  was  not  necessary.

Mr.  Hancock  made  the  following  report  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Legislation  : 

REPORT   OF   THE    LEGISLATURE   COMMITTEE. 

To  t/ie  Officers  and  Membets  of  t/ie  Nortli   Carolina  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association  : 

Ge;nti<EMEN  : — Your  Committee  did  not  deem  it  wise  to  ask  the 
last  Legislature  to  make  any  changes  in  our  Pharmacy  Law,  but  we 
kept  a  sharp  eye  upon  that  Body  to  see  that  no  Legislation  was  passed 
detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  Pharmacists  of  the  State. 

On  seeing  that  Dr.  Reeves  had  introduced  a  bill  which  would  be 
objectionable  to  a  large  number  of  the  Druggists  of  the  State,  I 
went  to  Raleigh  immediately  and  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  John  M. 
Scott,  of  Charlotte,  and  some  of  the  Raleigh  Druggists,  we  succeeded 
in  getting  the  Doctor  to  withdraw  his  bill.  I  went  to  Raleigh  on  one 
or  two  other  occasions  to  look  into  some  other  bills  that  had  been 
introduced,  which  I  thought  were  hurtful  to  us,  but  after  examination 
found  they  only  applied  to  the  State  Medical  Society  and  not  to  us.

Mr.  Stedman.  Mr.  President,  I  just  want  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  work  of  Mr.  Hancock.  I  have  never 
known  him  to  fail  about  looking  after  the  legislative 
part  of  it.      He  has  done  us  a  great  service. 

Mr.  Scott.  Mr.  President,  I  will  say  that  when  the 
Reeves  bill  was  introduced,  the  next  morning  we  got 
letters  irom  Mr.  Barbee  and  Mr.  Johnson  of  Raleigh, 
and  we  decided  to  send  a  representative  to  Raleigh. 
I,  the  one  selected,  went  to  Raleigh  as  Mr.  Hancock 
stated,  and  we  had  a  very  warm  reception  from  the 
members  of  the  Legislative  Committee.  With  one 
exception  they  agreed  to  kill  it.  Of  course  our  first 
plan  was  to  get  Dr.  Reeves  to  withdraw  it.     To  do  him 
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justice  I  will  say  that  it  was  not  his  intention  to  do  the 
Druo^gists  any  harm.  I  found  him  a  very  nice  gentle- 
man. The  bill  not  only  did  not  allow  you  to  put  up 
any  proprietary  medicine,  but  did  not  allow  you  to  soil 
any  that  did  not  have  the  formula  on  it.  Of  course  this 
would  have  kept  the  patent  medicines  out  of  the  State. 
I  only  recall  one  member  of  the  Committee  who  refused 
to  consider  our  request  at  all.  I  told  Dr.  Reeves  that  I 
would  take  occasion  when  the  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion met  to  state  just  exactly  what  he  had  said,  that  he 
did  not  wish  to  do  us  any  harm  at  all,  and  if  the  bill  did 
any  of  the  Druggists  of  North  Carolina  any  injury,  he 
would  withdraw  it. 

On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Hancock  reported  upon  his  mission  to  Washing- 
ton last  summer  with  regard  to  the  stamp  tax  as  follows: 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pliarmaceutical 

Association  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  your  earnest  request,  after 
returning  home  from  the  Charlotte  meeting,  I  proceeded  at  once  to 
Washington,  D.  C.  I  had  several  interviews  with  both  Senator 
Pritchard  and  Senator  Butler,  and  with  each  one  of  our  Representa- 
tives in  Congress.  They  all  promised  me  to  do  everyting  in  their 
power  to  defeat  said  bill.  If  that  could  not  be  done  they  would  do  all 
they  could  to  get  the  tax  reduced,  and  support  an  amendment  to 
allow  taxable  goods  on  hand  July  ist,  to  be  stamped  as  sold.  I  don't 
know  whether  I  accomplished  much  myself  or  not,  but  you  can  rest 
assured,  I  never  left  a  stone  unturned  in  the  interest  of  the  Pharma- 
cists of  the  State.  I  feel  sure  that  the  co  operation  and  work  of  the 
Representatives  from  all  the  different  Pharmaceutical  Associations, 
and  from  the  Manufacturing  Chemists  of  the  United  States  accom- 
plished a  great  deal  in  having  the  tax  reduced  and  in  getting  the 
amendment  passed  allowing  the  trade  to  stamp  goods  on  hand  as  sold. 
I  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  this  unjust  law  will  be  repealed 
and  this  burdensome  tax  lifted  from  the  shoulders  of  us  all.

The  Committee  on  the  President's  address  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  adopted: 

To  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Your  Committee  on  President  Yearbys  carefully  prepared  and  ad- 
mirable address,  report  as  follows  : 

The  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  set  forth  are  both  timely 
and  worthy  of  earnest  consideration.  More  especially  do  we  wish 
you  to  consider  his  suggestion  that  we  request  the  medical  convention 
to  adopt  the  National  Formentary,  and  would  suggest  that  every 
druggist  urge  the  use  of  these  formulas  upon  their  doctors.  The  re- 
marks in  regard  to  every  druggist  putting  up  and  pushing  his  own 
preparations  we  think  very  good,  but  we  more  heartily  support  the 
suggestion  that  we  have  a  general  line,  and  place  these  preparations 
in  the  stores  of  our  druggists.  We  heartily  endorse  his  remarks  in 
regard  to  the  National  Retail  Druggist  Association  as  the  best  means 
of  protecting  the  druggist  from  the  cutter.

Mr,  Jordan,  Chairman  of  the  special  Committee  to 
draft  resolutions,  offered  the  following: 
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Whereas,  a  number  of  manufacturers  of  proprietary  or  patent 
medicines  have  advanced  the  prices  of  their  remedies  not  only  to  the 
amount  of  the  revenue  stamps,  but  in  many  cases  largely  in  excess 
thereof,  and 

Whereas,  proprietary  or  patent  medicines  are  being  retailed  by 
some  dealers  at  or  near  the  cost  to  the  legitimate  druggist,  resolved 
by  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  Convention  as- 
sembled, 

I.  That  we  will  not  use  our  influence  for  or  handle  advertising  mat- 
ter of  any  remedy  costing  more  than  two  thirds  of  the  retail  price. 

II.  That  we  will  use  our  utmost  influence  against  any  remedy  that 
is  sold  to  cutters  in  our  vicinity. 

III.  That  we  earnestly  request  the  manufacturers  and  jobbers  to 
protect  us  by  making  their  prices  not  to  exceed  this  schedule,  and  to 
refuse  to  supply  goods  to  cutters. 

IV.  That  we  request  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists 
to  send  a  copy  of  this  paper  to  each  manufacturer  and  jobber  of  pro 
prietary  or  patent  medicines,  or  to  use  it  in  any  manner  it  may  deem 
best  for  the  benefit  of  the  retail  druggists. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  time  and  place  of  next  meeting, 
reported,  recommending  Wilmington  as  the  place,  and 
a  date,  to  be  selected  by  the  Executive  Committee,  be- 
tween the  loth  and  20th  of  June,  1900,  as  the  time.

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The  most  pleasant  part  of  the  Convention  were  the 
different  entertainments  given  by  the  Durham  Druggists 
complimentary  to  the  visiting  members.  Everything 
was  done  to  make  their  stay  in  the  Bull  City  pleasant 
and  profitable.  Notwithstanding  the  extremely  hot 
weather,  every  one  seemed  to  enjoy  the  festivities. 

The  members  were  first  invited  to  a  concert  and  piano 
recital,  given  by  the  Ramsey  Bros.,  in  the  club  rooms 
over  their  book  and  music  store.  After  accepting  the 
invitation,  the  members  left  the  Convention  hall  in  a 
downpour  of  rain  to  attend  the  concert,  which  was 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all  who  were  so  fortunate  as  to 
be  present. 

On  Thursday  evening  the  Durham  Minstrels  gave  an 
entertainment  under  the  auspices  of  the  home  Druggists, 
and  to  say  that  the  visitors  enjoyed  it  does  not  express 
it.

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FLUID    EXTRACTS. 

(Contributlou  from  Pharmacy  Department  of  U.  N.  C,  by  D.  E.  Swindell.) 

Fluid  Extracts  being  the  largest  and  most  important  class  of  prepa- 
rations in  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  should  be  made  by  the 
Pharmacist,  provided  he  can  do  so  with  economy. 

Interest  in  this  subject  leads  to  my  investigation,  and  in  this  paper 
it  is  my  purpose  to  show  that  a  great  part  of  these  Fluid  Extracts  can 
be  made  by  the  Pharmacist  cheaper  than  he  can  buy  them. 

A  short  history  of  this  class  of  preparations  will  also  show  their 
great  progress  and  development  since  1850,  when  they  were  official  for 
the  first  time. 

In  1850  seven  Fluid  Extracts  were  made  official  by  the  Revision 
Committee  in  the  U.  S.  P.  Two  of  these,  Cubebs  and  Black  Pepper, 
being  percolated  with  Ether  were  really  the  Oloresins  of  to-day.  Four 
of  the  remaining  six  Rhubarb,  Sarsaparilla,  Senna,  and  Spigelia  and 
Senna  contained  amounts  of  sugar  ranging  from  five  to  twenty-four 
ounces,  and  also  several  of  the  Aromatics  or  their  Volatile  Oils.  These 
could  be  calfed  the  compound  syrups  of  to-day.  The  remaining  one, 
Valerian,  being  percolated  with  Ether  and  Alcohol,  was  mid-way 
between  the  Oleoresin  and  Fluid  Extract  of  to-day. 

In  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  i860  twenty-five  Fluid  Extracts  were  made 
official.  Black  Pepper  and  Cubebs  of  the  1S50  list  were  dropped.  Of 
the  25  official  ones,  nine  contained  sugar  (Cinchona,  Bittersweet,  Wild 
Cherry,  Rhubarb,  Sarsaparilla,  Compound  Sarsaparilla,  Senna,  Spige- 
lia and  Uva  Ursi).  The  Compound  Fluid  Extract  of  Sarsaparilla  of 
this  date  being  the  simple  Fluid  Extract  of  1850. 

In  1870  a  uniform  relation  was  made  to  exist  between  the  Fluid 
Extracts  and  the  drugs  from  which  they  were  made.  One  Cubic 
Centimetre  representing  one  gramme.  This  is  of  great  assistance  to 
the  physician  in  fixing  the  dose,  it  being  practically  the  same  of  the 
Fluid  Extract  as  that  of  the  drug. 

Forty-five  Fluid  Extracts  were  made  official  in  this  issue  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia.  Cubeb,  which  was  official  in  1850,  was  again  added 
to  the  list. 

In  1880  seventy  nine  were  made  official.  Thirty-six  were  added  and 
Canada  Erigeon  and  Spigelia  and  Senna  were  dropped.  In  1890 
eighty-eight  were  made  official,  eleven  being  added  and  two  (Cornus 
and  Lactucarium)  were  dismissed. 

It  is  a  popular  idea  that  Fluid  Extracts  caanot  be  successfully  made 
by  the  Druggists,  and  that  the  apparatus  necessary  for  their  prepara- 
tion is  expensive.  Those  who  think  this  are  very  much  mistaken. 
The  Druggist  can,  with  very  little  skill,  make  them  as  concentrated 
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and  as  uniform  in  strength  as  the  manufacturer.  The  question  is.  can 
he  make  them  cheaper  than  he  can  buy  them  ?  Here  is  where  the 
skill  of  the  operator  comes  in  If  he  knows  his  drug  and  packs  it 
carefully  in  a  percolator,  so  that  the  smallest  possible  amount  of 
Alcohol  (or  menstruum)  will  extract  its  virtues,  and  recovers  the 
Alcohol  from  the  portion  which  is  to  be  evaporated,  also  the  men- 
struum left  in  the  percolator,  I  see  no  reason  why  he  cannot  save 
money  by  making  them  himself. 

Of  the  eighty-eight  official  ones  I  have  made  forty,  and  with  no 
expense  attached  and  a  laboratory  at  my  disposal,  I  think  I  can  safely 
say  that  two  thirds  of  the  forty  can  be  made  by  the  Druggist  with 
economy.  Of  the  remaining  forty-eight,  I  am  confident  that  fully  as 
many  can  be  made  with  the  same  results. 

The  aparatus  used  in  making  them  consists  of  one  condenser.  $1.12  ; 
one  Sand  Bath.  10  cents;  one  Tripod,  50  cents;  three  Erlemyer  Flasks. 
15  cents  each,  45  cents;  one  Clamp,  So  cents;  Tubing,  5  cents;  Bottle 
10  cents;  Tincture  Press,  I2.25;  Sp.  Gr.  Bottle,  |i.oo.  Total  cost  of 
the  outfit  $6  87.  Part  of  this  outfit,  as  Percolating  Stand  and  Sp.  Gr. 
Bottle,  the  majority  of  Druggists  already  have  in  their  stores,  consider- 
ing this  they  can  make  themselves  thoroughly  equipped  for  making 
Fluid  Extracts  with  an  extra  expense  not  exceeding  |4-oo. 

Those  made  by  myself  were  made  in  four  different  lots,  only  200  c.  c. 
of  Fluid  Extract  being  made  from  each  drug.  This  necessarily  ran  up 
the  cost  having  had  to  buy  the  drug  in  half  pound  packages.  The 
manufacturer's  price,  which  I  will  use  to  compare  with  the  actual  cost 
of  making  them,  is  taken  from  Sharpe  &  Dohme's  price-list,  with  the 
Jobber's  discount  off,  which  is  40  per  cent,  less  than  the  list  price.

Having  lost  11  cents  per  lb.  on  my  first  lot,  it  brought  down  the 
average  considerably,  and  I  would  not  advise  the  Druggist  to  make 
any  of  this  lot  except  Uva  Ursi,  Cimicifuga,  Colchicum  Seed  and 
Veratrum  Viride,  these  being  made  cheaper  than  he  can  buy  them. 

In  the  second  lot  Belladonna  and  Eucalyptus  brought  down  the 
average.  All  others  of  this  lot  should  be  made  by  the  Druggist,  and 
especially  Eriodictyon  and  Pilocarpus,  as  he  will  sa  e  at  least  35  cents 
per  lb.  on  each  of  these  two. 

In  the  third  lot  Digitalis,  Senna  and  Ipecac  brought  the  average 
down.  All  others  of  this  lot  should  be  made  by  the  Druggist.  He 
can  save  30  cents  per  lb.  each  on  Ergot  and  Black  Haw. 

In  the  fourth  lot,  which  contained  16  drugs,  all  can  be  made  cheaper 
than  the  Druggist  can  buy  them. 

The  labor  was  not  counted  in  the  expense,  for  this  reason:  The 
Druggist  will  find  enough  spare  time  during  the  day  to  attend  to  it. 
It  only  takes  a  few  minutes  to  pack  his  percolator,  and  when  the  men- 
struum runs  through  or  begins  to  drop  from  the  lower  orifice,  he 
closes  both  top  and  bottom  and  allows  it  to  macerate  forty-eight  hours; 
he  then  adds  menstruum  and  uncloses  the  lower  orifice.  He  doesn't 
have  to  pay  much  attention  to  it  now,  only  to  reserve  a  certain  portion. 
When  the  drug  is  exhausted  he  takes  the  portion  which  is  to  be  evap- 
orated and  starts  his  distilling  aparatus. 

He  can  easily  attend  to  his  duties  and  watch  this.  The  writer  speaks 
from  experience,  as  he  kept  eight  percolators  and  a  distilling  aparatus 
at  work  and  read  most  of  the  time. 

After  standing  for  three  months  the  following  of  these  Fluid  Extracts 
precipitated  : 

Arnica  Root.— A.  reddish  brown  precipitate  weighing  12  grains, 
bitter  taste,  soluble  in  alkalies  and  precipitated  from  its  solution  by 
addition  of  acids.     It  is  inert  and  should  be  filtered. 

Senega. — A  gummy  yellowish  precipitate  weighing  35  grains,  and 
has  a  bitter  taste.  This  can  be  made  to  go  into  solution  by  adding  a 
few  drops  of  ammonia  water. 

Chirata. — A  yellowish  brown  precipitate  weighing  10  grains.  It  is 
precipitated  from  its  acid  solution  by  the  addition  of  Lead  Acetate. 
It  is  soluble  in  alcohol  and  water. 

Glycyrrhiza. — A  heavy  blackish  brown  precipitate,  which  is  active 
and  can  be  made  to  go  into  solution  by  the  addition  of  a  small  quan- 
tity of  ammonia  water. 
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Colchicuin  Root. — A  yellowish  brown  precipitate  weighing  ii  grains. 
Taste  slightly  sweetish  and  bitter.     It  is  inert  and  should  be  filtered. 

Gentian. — A  yellowish  brown  precipitate  weighing  30  grains,  and 
has  a  bitter  taste.     This  should  be  filtered. 

Sarsaparilla.—h^  brownish  black  precipitate  w^eighing  10  grains, 
slightly  bitter  taste.     This  is  inert,  filter. 

Ipecac. — A  brownish  black  precipitate,  weighing  52  grains.  Is 
slightly  bitter  and  is  insoluble  in  alcohol  and  water.  This  is  not 
active  and  should  be  filtered. 

Bitter  Orange  Peel. — A  yellowish  white  precipitate  weighing  38 
grains.  Has  a  bitter  taste  and  is  soluble  in  alcohol  and  water.  Its 
solution  turns  black  with  Ferric  Chloride.  This  should  be  filtered 
out. 

Eucalyptus. — A  yellowish  green  precipitate  weighing  21  grains.  It 
has  a  slightly  bitter  taste. 

Cimicifuga. — A  light  brown  precipitate  weighing  4  grains,  and  has 
a  slightly  acid  taste. 

Gelsunium. — A  dark  brown  precipitate  weighing  5  grains,  and  has 
a  slightly  bitter  taste.     Is  not  active  and  should  be  filtered  out. 

Ergot. — A  white  crystalline  precipitate  weighing  15  grains.  Insolu- 
ble in  hot  and  cold  alcohol,  also  in  cold  water.  Partially  soluble  in 
hot  water.     It  is  inert  and  should  be  filtered. 

Senna.— A  dark  reddish  brown  precipitate  weighing  20  grains, 
slightly  acid  and  bitter  taste.     Filter,  as  it  is  inactive. 

Jaborandi.—h.  brownish  black  precipitate  weighing  30  grains.  This 
is  bitter.  It  afterwards  produces  a  distinct  tingling  sensation  in  the 
mouth. 

Digitalis. — A  blackish  brown  precipitate  weighing  20  grains,  and  a 
decidedly  bitter  taste. 

Wild  Cherry. — A  brownish  yellow  precipitate.  Is  soluble  in  alcohol 
and  water.  Its  solutions  are  not  effected  by  Ferric  Chloride,  but  the 
Fluid  Extract  itself  is  turned  black  by  the  addition  of  Ferric  Chloride. 

Rhaninns  Purshiana. — A  dark  brown  precipitate  weighing  20  grains 
and  has  a  bitter  taste. 

Coca. — A  blackish  precipitate  weighing  iS  grains.  It  has  a  slightly 
bitter  taste. 

Cinchona. — A  black  precipitate  weighing  21  grains.  Intense  bitter 
taste. 

Leptandra. — A  residue  weighing  60  grains  of  a  crystalline  appear- 
ance, partially  soluble  in  alcohol  and  of  a  very  sweet  taste. 

Uva  Ursi. — A  blackish  brown  gummy  precipitate  weighing  80 
grains.     It  has  a  bitter  taste. 

Stillingia. — Colorless  crystals  were  found,  which  are  being  investi- 
gated in  the  Laboratory. 
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A    PHARMACEUTICAL   LOVE    STORY.

He  went  to  Sam  and  in  a  very  "caustic"'  tone  began  to  say  very  hard 
things  about  Plaster.  Sam  "waxed"  hot  and  said,  "If  you  'castanea' 
reflections  on  Plasta,  you  will  'rue'  the  day.'  "  His  father  said  that 
sounded  well  but  was  a  "chestnut  "  One  word  brought  on  another 
till  they  had  a  "pitched"  battle  and  a  "copper"  had  to  separate  them.

TOLUATED    SUGAR    WITH    PRECIPITATED    CALCIUM 
PHOSPHATE. 

(Contribution  from  Pharmacy  Department  of  U.  N.  C  ,  by  T.  W.  Keudrick.) 

This  is  made  by  the  official  process  and  should  be  kept  in  stock  in- 
stead of  a  large  quantity  of  Syrup  of  Tolu,  besides  it  affords  a  quick 
official  method  of  making  the  syrup. 

On  one  occasion  I  needed  some  Syrup  of  Tolu  at  once  and  was  com- 
pelled to  go  through  the  long  process  of  dissolving  the  balsam  in  al- 
cohol and  mixing  it  with  sugar  and  the  precipitated  calcium  phos- 
phate and  allowing  it  to  evaporate  at  the  ordinary  temperature  of  the 
room. 

Having  the  stock  powder  on  hand  the  time  and  labor  is  more  than 
three  fourths  saved,  and  the  finished  product  is  far  superior  to  that 
made  from  the  tincture.     The  procedure  is  as  follows: 

Toluated  Sugar  with  Precipitated  Calc.  Phos 210  gms. 

Sugar 850  gms. 

Triturate  the  Taluated  sugar  with  500  c.  c.  distilled  water  graduall}' 
added,  and  filter  the  mixture  through  a  well  wetted  filter,  returning 
the  first  portion  until  it  runs  through  clear:  To  the  filtrate  heated  to 
60°  c.  add  the  sugar  (S50  grains)  and  dissolve  by  agitation,  then  allow 
the  syrup  to  cool,  strain  and  pass  enough  distilled  water  through  the 
filter  and  strainer  to  make  the  product  measure  1000  c.  c.  and  mix 
thoroughly. 

NOTE  ON  FLAVORING. 

EMULSIONS   OF   COD    LIVER    OIL. 

(Contribution  from  Pharmacy  Department  of  U.  N.  C,  by  T.  W.  Kendrick.) 
The  most  pleasantly  flavored  Emulsion  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  that  it  has 
been  my  fate  to  taste  is  made  by  the  continental  method,  using  a  satu- 
rated aqueous  solution  of  celery  seed  as  the  diluent  instead  of  water. 
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The  effect  produced  is  a  cross  between  the  taste  of  bitter  almonds 
and  the  kernels  of  walnuts. 

Egg  emulsions  can  be  made  to  keep  a  long  time  by  adding  a  small 
amount  of  Oil  of  Eucalyptus,  but  the  odor  and  taste  of  Oil  of  Euca- 
lyptus is  objectionable  and  nauseating  to  some  people. 


"PHARMACY   AMONG   THE   ANCIENTS." 

(Contribution  from  Pharmacy  Department  of  U.  N.  C,  by  Chas.  D.  Gruver  ) 
The  Pharmacy  of  to-day  is  not  the  production  of  any  one  race  of 
people  nor  the  outcome  of  any  one  age,  but  it  is  the  result  of  a  long 
period  of  growth  or  development,  each  succeeding  age  having  learned 
from  the  preceding  one,  its  history  dating  back  neary  4000  years,  B.  C. 
The  common  origin  of  Pharmacy  in  most  countries  was  in  the 
fetichtic  philosophy  of  the  savage,  which  recognized  a  "soul"  in  all 
bodies  whether  dead  or  alive,  even  in  inanimate  objects.  Disease  was 
believed  to  be  the  "soul'  of  one  object  attacking  the  soul  of  another. 
So  various  contortions,  worships,  noises  and  smells  were  used  to  drive 
away  this  malign  influence.  In  the  Bible  we  read  of  quite  a  number 
of  like  instances  such  religions  in  incantations  and  medical  superstitions 
are  still  used  by  the  "Medicine  Men"  of  the  savages  of  today.  For  a 
long  period  these  religions  incantations,  chants,  of  litanies,  etc.,  formed 
the  chief  methods  in  the  treatment  of  disease;  and  even  when  herbs 
were  first  known  to  possess  medical  virtues  they  were  only  used  by  the 
priests,  and  in  a  religious  manner. 

The  researches  in  ancient  history  leave  little  doubt  that  pharmacy 
was  practiced  by  the  priest  hood  of  Isis,  the  apothecary -priests  filling 
prescriptions  of  the  physician  priests.  But  even  these  remedies  had 
to  be  accompanied  to  the  sick  chamber  by  the  chanting  of  litanies  and 
by  charms  of  the  priests.  The  gods  of  healing  were  also  much  wor- 
shipped during  these  times;  and  in  the  medical  works  of  the  Romans 
and  Greeks  and  those  of  the  middle  ages,  the  gods  of  healing  are 
frequently  referrred  to.  The  god  most  worshipped  was  .Esculapius 
who  according  to  the  legend,  was  at  his  birth  left  to  his  fate  at  the  foot 
of  a  mountain,  but  was  there  nourished  by  a  goat  and  protected  by  a 
shepherd's  dog.  .Esculapius  afterwards  became  much  learned  in  the 
art  of  medicine,  curing  the  sick  and  healing  the  wounded  even  with- 
out the  priest  hood.  This  excited  their  wrath  and  yEsculapius  paid 
the  penalty  with  his  life.  He  was  the  first  physician,  however,  to 
teach  the  art  of  healing  man  independently  of  the  gods.  The  people 
did  not  forget  their  benefactor,  but  worshipped  the  god  .Esculapius 
until  the  teachings  of  Christ  swept  the  world,  and  the  gods  and  god- 
desses were  replaced  Christian  Saints. 

In  the  earliest  medical  times,  pharmacy  was  carried  on  by  the 
physicians,  who  prepared  their  own  medicine  and  directed  their 
administrations.     The  earliest  history  of  medicine,  which  is  that  of 
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the  Egyptians,  contains  records  of  the  preparation  of  medicines  by  the 
priests,  pharmacy  attaining  a  relatively  high  development  among  them 
as  early  as  3,300  years  B.  C.  By  1,600  B.  C  the  Egyptians  had 
formulas  of  draughts,  ointments,  clysters,  blisters  and  powders, 
pharmacy  being  as  far  advanced  in  Egypt  at  this  early  date  as  was  in 
Greece  200  j-ears  A.  D. 

About  the  time  of  the  Christian  Era.  there  was  a  class  of  men  known 
as  Rhizotomes  (root  cutters)  who  collected  roots  and  herbs  and  sold 
them  to  physicians.  In  the  modern  sense  of  the  word  these  Rhizo- 
tomes were  the  first  true,  though  crude,  pharmacists.  After  this, 
with  the  increase  of  medical  practice,  there  arose  another  class  of  men 
who  made  it  their  business  to  collect  drugs  and  prepare  them  for  the 
use  of  the  physicians ;  and  accordingly  this  work  because  specialized. 

Although  the  Egyptians  had  knowledge  of  pharmaoy  at  an  earlier 
date,  the  practice  was  greatly  and  further  extended  by  the  Arabians. 
Their  influence  on  pharmacy  and  medicine  probably  did  more  towards 
raising  it  to  its  present  standard  than  the  combined  icfluences  of  all 
other  countries  during  the  middle  ages.  In  fact,  from  long  before  the 
time  of  Christ  until  near  the  i6th  century,  A.  D.  Arabian  madical 
literature  was  recognized  by  the  whole  world  as  a  standard.  They 
established  medical  schools.  Their  study  of  pharmacy  including  the 
branches  of  Chemistry,  Botany  and  Materia  Medica;  these  being  still 
followed  by  the  lading  schools  of  pharmacy  of  to-day. 

The  Arabians  were  the  first  to  separate  pharmacy  from  medicine, 
and  they  passed  a  law  discriminating  between  them  as  early  as  the 
8th  Century.  With  the  gradual  decline  of  the  Roman  Empire,  science 
took  a  backwood  step.  Through  the  advent  of  the  Arabs,  however, 
new  life  was  infused  into  the  medical  sciences.  Had  they  not  taken 
hold  of  the  work  at  this  time  it  is  probable  that  pharmacy  and  medi- 
cine could  not  have  attained  their  present  high  standards,  other 
countries  of  the  world  being  then  in  the  dark.  They  were  the  fiast  to 
develop  the  real  art  of  the  aporhcary.  even  establishing  official  regu- 
lations regarding  formulas,  herbs,  prices,  etc. 

In  the  7th  Century  they  passed  another  law  forbidding  pharmacists 
to  give  or  receive  percentages  on  prescriptions.  It  may  be  interesting 
to  note  that  this  same  law  is  still  in  existence  in  one  of  our  principal 
States. 

At  the  end  of  the  9th  Century  the  Arabians  published  a  despeusa- 
tory  containing  twelve  chapters,  each  treating  of  a  separate  class 
of  preparations,  Pilulae,  Cerata,  etc.  There  is  no  doubt  that  Botany 
was  studied  by  them,  and  in  chemistry  they  had  knowiedgeof  Arsenic, 
Mercury,  properties  of  acids,  alkalies  and  distillation  of  alcohol. 
Whatever  resources  Chemistry  availed  itself  of,  up  to  a  very  recent 
date,  were,  with  their  applications,  known  to  them.  We  may  say 
that  our  Materia  Medica  is  more  indebted  to  the  zeal  and  industry  of 
the  Arabians  than  to  the  learning  of  the  Greeks  or  the  refinement  of 
the  Romans.     From  them  we  learned  of  Manna,  Cassia,  Senna,  Rhu< 
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barb  and  also  of  many  oriental  aromatics  as  musk,  nutmeg,  cloves, 
and  also  of  camphor  for  the  organic  name  was  arabic  canfur.  Also 
theyspokefirstof  sugar  and  sugar  cane,  and  introduced  syrups,  juleps, 
and  conserves.  Along  with  the  useful  remedies  the  Arabians  also 
introduced  the  absurd  remedies  of  benaoars  and  precious  stones.  In 
fact,  numerous  terms  which  are  derived  from  the  Arabian  language, 
such  as  Chemistry,  Alcohol,  Alumbic,  Alkali  and  others,  and  also  the 
signs  of  drugs,  are  used  by  the  apothecaries  of  to-day.  These  show 
how  deeply  the  science  is  indebted  to  Arabian  research  and  knowleege. 
The  Arabian  conquests  carried  the  art  of  pharmacy  to  Spain  and 
Italy  where  it  flourished  and  from  whence,  until  the  15th  Century, 
the  whole  of  Northern  Europe  received  its  medicine,  not  as  crude 
drugs  but  as  finished  preparations. 

The  Hebrews  from  their  early  associations  with  the  Egyptians, 
acquired  a  taste  for  pharmacal  and  medical  studies,  and  the  "art  of  the 
apothecary"  is  spoken  of  very  early  in  Old  Testament  history.  This 
bias  the  Hebrews  never  lost  during  the  whole  Jewish  age  as  Ihey  had 
a  medical  school  at  Soro  as  late  as  200  years  A.  D. 

The  Chinese  tn  the  early  development  of  medicine,  were  also  learned 
in  pharmacy,  but  as  science  has  never  advanced  with  them  their 
knowledge  of  pharmacy  has  not  grown  through  the  ages  to  any  great 
extent.  The  Chinese  drug  stores  of  to  day  give  correct  ideas  of  phar- 
macy as  practiced  for  centuries  among  these  people. 

The  Greeks  and  Romans  from  an  early  period  also  had  a  tinge  of 
pharmacal  knowledge.  With  the  Greeks  the  art  was  associated  with 
physicians,  but  there  were  certainly  drug  shops  among  the  Romans 
for  one  has  been  unearthed  among  the  ruins  of  Pompeii.  An  addi- 
tional stimulus  was  given  to  pharmacy  in  these  two  nations  by  the  use 
of  poisons  for  State  executions,  by  religious  incantations  of  priests, 
by  their  medical  superstition  and  by  the  immense  use  of  philters,  of 
love  charms,  the  last  being  used  by  the  fair  sex  for  the  purpose  of 
adding  to  their  attractions.  The  Greeks  were  especially  learned  in 
poisons.  Diasconides,  a  Greek  chemist  and  physician,  knew  many  as 
early  as  40—90  A.  D.  He  divided  them  into  animal,  mineral  and 
plant  poisons.  Poisoning,  then  among  the  Greeks  and  Romans 
became  quite  an  art  and  was  mostly  carried  on  by  women.  Locasta, 
a  woman  poisoner,  killed  Petronius  and  Claudius  for  Nero.  Tophano, 
another  professional  woman  poisoner,  organized  a  club  of  young  mar- 
ried women  who  poisoned  their  wayward  husbands.  Suicides  were 
even  legalized  at  this  time  (in  later  days  they  were  also  legalized  in 
France,  where  any  citizen  could  commit  suicide  by  registering  his 
name,  paying  the  fee  to  the  State  authority,  then  receiving  his  toxic 
dose  of  poison).  Poison  teaching  was  then  prohibited,  and  it  was  not 
until  the  i8th  Century  that  the  methods  of  detecting  poisons  were 
discovered.  Also  during  this  century  many  new  poisons  were  discov- 
ered, especially  Alkaloids  by  Serturu  a  German  Chemist  in  1817. 
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Although  the  use  of  love  powders  gave  au  additional  stimulus  to 
pharmacy  among  the  Romans  and  Greeks,  and  was  then  a  very  profit- 
able branch,  it  became  so  infamous  at  one  time  that  it  was  forbidden. 
But  afterwards  it  returned  to  favor  from  the  belief  that  certain  drugs 
could  secure  the  passionate  love  for  another.  Indian  Hemp,  Man- 
drake, Opium,  strychnos  varieties,  and  others  were  greatly  used  as 
love  charms  and  as  stimulating  aphrodisiacs.  Plinty  the  Roman  writer 
says  the  properties  of  these  drugs  became  manifest  when  even  taken 
into  the  hand  but  more  so  when  taken  in  dry  wines;  and  that  "overin- 
indulgence  in  them  will  cause  death."  This  proves  that  most  of  these 
substances  were  no  doubt  stimulants  and  narcotics.  The  plague  like 
skin  diseases  of  the  9th  Centur}-  are  now  attributed  to  the  great  use  of 
these  aphrodisicas. 

Roman  history  tells  us  many  rediculous  tales  of  the  great  power 
that  even  the  simple  love  charms  possessed  to  secure  another's  love. 
This  belief  exists  among  the  lower  class  of  people  even  to  the  present 
day,  as  love  charms  are  largely  in  demand  in  certain  districts  of  our 
larger  cities. 

Hipocrates  took  up  the  science  of  medicine  after  the  time  of  ^^scu- 
lapius,  and  afterwards  Galen  the  great  reviewer  of  medicine  in  Greece, 
maintained  his  supremacy  until  the  advent  of  the  Arabs  in  Spain  and 
Italy,  when  the  Greek,  Roman  and  Arabian  schools  of  medicine 
became  united  into  the  great  universities  in  Spain.  These  great 
institutions  of  learning  set  the  standards  of  all  sciences  for  many 
centuries. 

The  first  pharmacopceia  published  in  Europe  under  governmental 
authority  was  at  Florence  in  14S9. 

Through  all  these  years  the  names  of  drugs  were  represented  by 
"Coat  ot  Arms"  by  the  ancient  pharmacists,  and  it  was  not  until  i6th 
Century  that  labels  came  into  use  taking  the  place  of  the  old  symbols. 

The  palace  pharmacies  of  to  da}^  are  by  no  means  of  a  modern 
idea.  The  ancient  drug  shops  were  all  noted  for  their  beauty  and 
ornamentation,  attracting  the  customer  and  giving  the  store  a  fantastic 
appearance.  Their  fancy  "Coat  of  Arms"  on  drug  jars,  elaborate 
table  coverings,  tile  floor,  stuffed  animals,  plants  and  other  ornaments 
indicated  the  origin  of  the  attractive  drug  stores  of  to  day. 

In  Germany  the  history  of  pharmacy  begins  in  the  13th  Century. 
The  first  recorded  apothecary  shop  in  London  was  mentioned  in  1345, 
the  first  in  France  in  1336.  Although  pharmacy  had  advanced, 
attained  developments,  and  was  specialized  through  all  the  ages,  it 
was  not  until  the  end  ot  the  middle  ages  that  pharmacy  became  of 
great  importance.  In  the  17th  Century  considerable  changes  were 
made  in  the  equipment  of  pharmacies,  and  numerous  addition  of 
drugs  to  the  Materia  Medica  were  gained  by  the  adoption  of  chemical 
remedies,  and  the  introduction  of  American  drugs. 

The  art  of  the  apothecary  somewhat  declined  after  the  supremacy  of 
the  Arabian  schools  in  Spain  until  the  beginning  of  the  19th  Century. 
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Then  it  grew  into  the  formation  of  its  present  high  standard.  The 
decline  was  caused  by  the  jealousy  and  opposition  of  physicians  to 
pharmacists,  and  also  by  many  parliamentary  laws,  passsed  by  both 
England  and  Germany,  rating  the  apothecary  with  grocers.  This  is 
proof  that  the  golden  age  of  pharmacy  is  not  in  the  past  and  that  the 
science  has  realy  just  begun  to  grow.  Cpnsidering  the  obstacles  that 
had  to  be  overcome  in  the  beginning  of  its  development,  pharmacists 
may  well  take  pride  in  even  the  small  advancement  made  by  our 
ancient  pharmacists.  We  now  live  in  the  atmosphere  of  an  age  of 
progress,  but  we  should  not  forget  the  struggles  and  achievements  of 
our  god  fathers,  letting  the  kuowlege  of  the  work  done  by  them  in 
the  past  inspire  us  to  stronger  effort  in  the  future  until  the  standards 
of  pharmacy  are  second  to  those  of  no  other  science. 


OPIUM. 

(By  T.  \V.  Keudrick.) 
Our  attention  is  called  more  frequently  to  this  drug  and  its  prepar- 
ations than  any  other  used  in  medicine,  and  it  is  peculiarly  interesting 
to  note  its  great  value  in  the  relief  of  pain,  and  its  baneful  influence 
upon  those  who  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  be  its  slave.  Such  an  one 
will  sell  body  and  soul  to  obtain  that  peace  which  comes  from  the 
sleep-bringing  poppy. 

EARLY   HISTORY   AND   EARLY   NAMES. 

The  medicinal  properties  of  the  milk  juice  of  the  poppy  have  been 
known  from  a  remote  period.  Theophrastus,  who  lived  in  the  begin- 
ning of  the  third  century  before  Christ  was  acquainted  with  it  under 
the  name  of  meconion  (mexiorior),  a  preparation  made  from  the  en- 
tire plant.  Dioscorides,  about  A.  D.  77,  draws  a  distinction  between 
the  juice  of  the  entire  plant,  and  the  more  active  (Opos)  juice  of  the 
capsule  alone,  and  the  name  has  changed  through  a  series  of  evolu- 
tions (?)  from  the  Greek  Opos  to  the  Latin  Opion  to  our  English  name 
opium,  known  as  poppy  juice.  It  was  also  spoken  of  by  Screbonius 
Logus  and  later  by  Celsus  and  Pliny.  There  are  many  other  names 
attached  to  opium  and  its  preparations.  The  Arabians  called  it  affion 
(Asium).  It  was  also  known  as  Opium  Thebaicum,  Succus  Thebaicus, 
Amphion,  Osoror,  Mecon  and  Sopio.  Thebaine,  an  Egyptian  opium 
produced  at  Thebes  and  Laudanum  from  Ladanum  (a  shrub-mastic), 
a  gum  resin  gathered  from  certain  oriental  species  of  Cistus.  An 
early  eastern  preparation  was  made  by  uniting  it  with  nutmeg,  cinna- 
mon, cardamon,  canella  and  mace,  and  was  called  philomia,  and  was 
much  used  by  the  Persians.  A  decoction  of  the  leaves  and  heads  of 
the  poppy,  known  as  Cocomar  was  a  celebrated  liquor  in  early  history. 
The  drug  is  repeatedly  mentioned  as  Lachrinia  Papaveris,  by  Celsus 
in  the  first  century.     Sylvius  de  lagoe  brought  it  into  vogue,  and 
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Sydenham  used  it  in  smallpox.  From  the  first  to  the  twelfth  century 
the  opium  of  Asia  Minor  appears  to  have  been  the  only  kind  known 
in  commerce.  In  the  thirteenth  century,  Simon  Januensis,  physician 
to  Pope  Nicholas  IV,  speaks  of  the  opium  theibaicum,  while  mecon- 
ion  was  still  in  use.  The  use  of  the  drug  was  transmitted  by  the  Arabs 
to  the  nations  of  the  east,  and  in  the  first  instance  to  the  Persians. 
The  introduction  of  opium  into  India  seems  to  have  been  connected 
with  the  spread  of  Islamism,  and  may  have  been  favored  by  the 
Mehomedan  prohibition  of  wine.  The  earliest  mention  of  it  as  a 
production  of  that  country  occurs  in  the  travels  of  Borbesa,  who  vis- 
ited Calicut  on  the  Malibar  coast  in  1511,  among  the  more  valuable 
drugs  of  India  at  this  time,  opium  occupies  a  prominent  place.  It  was 
either  imported  from  Aden  or  Cambay,  that  from  the  latter  place  be- 
ing the  cheaper,  yet  worth  three  or  four  times  as  much  as  camphor  or 
benzoin. 

H.\BITAT   AND    PRODUCTION. 

Papaver  somniferum  is  probably  indigenous  to  the  south  of  Europe 
and  western  Asia,  but  we  are  unable  to  find  any  definite  statement  as 
to  its  habitat.  From  Asia  Minor  it  has  spread  in  all  directions — to 
Egypt,  Persia,  India,  China  and  America,  and  is  cultivated  for  curi- 
osity and  ornament  in  all  temperate  countries.  In  the  si.Kteenth  cen- 
tury Pyres  says  opium  was  produced  by  the  kingdom  of  Cous  in  Ben- 
gal, he  also  adds  in  a  letter  to  Manuel,  King  of  Portugal,  "that  opium 
is  a  great  article  of  commerce  in  these  parts  and  fetches  a  good  price. 
The  Kings  and  Lords  eat  of  it,  and  even  the  common  people,  but  not 
so  much  because  it  costs  dear.'  In  India  before  it  passed  into  the 
hands  of  the  English,  the  opium  monopoly  was  controlled  by  the 
Mogul  government  and  regularly  sold,  and  the  East  India  company 
followed  their  example,  reserving  to  itself  the  sole  right  of  cultivating 
the  poppy  and  selling  the  opium.  It  was  introduced  into  China  as 
early  as  the  eighth  or  ninth  century  by  the  Arabs  who  are  knowm  to 
have  traded  with  the  southern  ports  of  the  empire  at  that  time.  Some 
authorities  say  it  was  introduced  into  China  in  1288-95  by  the  Arabs, 
but  there  is  not  much  said  about  the  drug  until  the  year  1833,  when 
the  charter  of  the  East  India  company  was  drawing  to  a  close.  The 
importation  of  opium  in  China  in  1832  exceeded  the  aggregate  value 
of  every  other  English  importation  combined,  and  the  value  of  opium 
imported  in  1833  was  §2,500  more  than  the  value  of  tea  exported.  The 
growing  trade  in  opium  caused  the  Chinese  to  pass  laws  forbidding  its 
sale,  and  smuggling  and  bribery  was  the  result.  The  effects  were 
seen  in  a  series  of  violences  that  took  place  not  far  from  Linton  where 
some  furious  engagements  occurred  with  the  natives,  in  which  one  of 
them  was  killed.  In  revenge  for  this,  an  unfortunate  lascon,  belong- 
ing to  one  of  the  smuggling  ships  principally  concerned,  was  taken 
prisoner  by  the  enraged  Chinese  and  put  to  deash.  This  was  followed 
by  an  organized  attack  by  the  smugglers,  but  they  were  repulsed  by 
heavy  firing  from  the  Chinese  forts.     Smuggling  was  hard  to  control 
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on  account  of  the  universal  corruption  of  the  government  oflBcers  in 
Canton.  The  vast  amount  of  opium  used  caused  the  Peking  govern- 
ment to  consider  the  growing  evil  more  seriously,  and  one  of  the  cen- 
sors made  known  the  enormity  of  the  evil  and  showed  its  prevalence 
among  the  officers  of  the  government.  He  says  the  '  victims  have  a 
periodical  longing  for  it ;  it  becomes  their  very  life,  and  when  seized 
and  brought  before  the  magistrates  they  will  rather  suffer  severe  pun- 
ishment than  inform  against  those  who  sell  it;  the  local  officers  re- 
ceive bribes.'  '  The  injury  done  by  the  use  of  opium  is  twice  as  great 
as  that  which  results  from  gambling;  punishment  with  loo  blows  is 
recommended,  and  if  the  smoker  fails  to  disclose  the  the  name  of  the 
seller  he  is  banished  for  three  years.'' 

On  account  of  the  political  difficulties  existing  between  England 
and  China  after  the  expiration  of  the  East  India  Company's  charter, 
war  was  declared  which  culminated  in  the  treaty  of  Nanking  (1842)  by 
which  five  ports  of  China  werp  opened  to  foreign  trade,  and  opium 
was,  in  1858,  admitted  as  a  legal  article  of  commerce. 

Lepel  Griffin  writes  a  masterpiece  against  the  anti-opium  society  of 
England  which  was  organized  to  operate  in  British  India.  He  con- 
tends that  the  moderate  use  of  opium  is  not  injurious  but  beneficial, 
and  that  in  many  unhealthy  districts  in  India  it  is  a  necessary  rather 
than  a  luxury.  The  opium  habit  of  India  was  compared  with  the 
drinking  habit  of  England  by  the  assistant  curator  of  the  Indian 
museum  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  latter,  and  he  recommends  that 
that  the  Euglish  take  opium  instead  of  alcohol. 

All  opium  is  the  product  of  cultivated  plants,  and  the  mode  of  cul- 
tivating and  gathering  the  opium  is  much  the  same  in  all  countries. 
It  requires  light  rich  soil.  The  plant  flowers  between  May  and  July, 
according  to  the  elevation  of  the  land. 

The  Asia  Minor  opium  is  wrapped  in  poppy  leaves  and  packed  in 
cotton  bags  and  sealed. 

Turkey  opium  occurs  in  the  form  of  rounded  masses,  which,  accord- 
ing to  their  softness,  become  more  or  less  flat,  and  there  is  no  rule  as 
to  their  weights,  as  these  cakes  vary  from  once  ounce  to  six  pounds. 
The  exterior  is  covered  with  poppy  leaves  strewn  over  with  rumex 
chaff,  and  the  alledged  adulterations  are  sand,  pounded  poppy  cap- 
sules, pulp  of  apricots  and  figs,  gum  tragacanth,  or  even  turpentine 
and  bits  of  lead,  stone  and  clay  are  sometimes  found  in  the  lump. 

Egyptian  opium  is  not  very  abundant  but  still  met  with.  The  mor- 
phine in  a  sample  from  Merk  amounted  to  six  per  cent,  some  of  the 
lower  grades  yielded  three  to  four  per  cent. 

Persian  opium,  best  samples  have  yielded  eight  to  ten  and  seventy- 
five  hundredths  per  cent  morphine,  and  some  of  the  inferior  qualities 
yielded  only  two  tenths  to  three  per  cent. 

European  opium.  From  numarous  experiments  made  in  the  pres- 
ent century  in  Greece,  Italy,  France,  Switzerland,  Germany,  England, 
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and  in  Sweden  it  has  been  shown  that  in  all  these  countries  very  rich 
opium  not  inferior  to  that  of  the  east  can  be  produced. 

The  most  numerous  experiments  at  opium  growing  in  Europe  have 
been  in  France      In  the  artment  of  Lomme  (France)  alone, 

Opium  to  the  value  of %  350,000 

Seed  to  the  value  of 850,000 

Total  production §1,200,000 

The  cultivation  was  recommended  in  the  strongest  terms  by  Goubort, 
who  found  in  French  opium  the  higest  percentage  of  morphine,  yet 
observed  (22.8  per  cent).  The  best  from  Asia  Minor  21.46  per  cent; 
and  American  opium  15  75  per  cent.     Of  course  these  are  exceptional 


Mills,  in  his  statistics  states  that  opium  was  extracted  from  the 
poppy  in  South  Carolina,  and  that  seven  grains  were  obtained  from 
each  plant. 

During  the  last  two  years  of  the  civil  war,  R.  W.  Price,  M.  D., 
(Cleveland  County,  N.  C  ,)  cultivated  the  poppy  and  gathered  enough 
to  supply  the  needs  of  his  patients  until  some  time  after  the  close  of 
the  war.  He  considered  the  opium  superior  to  that  obtained  from  the 
markets.  The  drug  was  collected  in  the  usual  waj'  by  making  several 
incisions  in  the  capsule  and  collecting  the  concrete  juice  on  the  fol- 
lowing morning. 

China  produces  a  large  quantity  of  opium,  all  of  which  is  consumed 
in  that  country,  and  in  addition,  it  consumes  notable  quantities  im- 
ported from  Persia. 

Investigations  by  Decharme  in  1855  to  1862,  near  Amiens,  were  as 
follows:  Of  14,725  capsules  incised  within  six  days,  yielded  431 
grammes  of  milk  juice,  yielding  205  grammes  (47.6  per  cent.)  of  dry 
opium,  containing  16  per  cent  morphine.  Another  sample  of  dried 
opium  yielded  20  per  cent  of  morphine.  He  observes  that  the  amount 
of  morphine  diminished  when  the  juice  is  very  slowly  dried. 

The  peculiar  constituents  of  opium  are  of  basic,  acid  and  neutral 
nature.  Some  of  these  substances  were  observed  in  opium  as  early  as 
the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  century,  and  designated  as  magis- 
terium  opii. 

Bucholz,  in  1802,  vainly  endeavored  to  obtain  a  salt  from  the  ex- 
tract by  crystallization.  In  1803,  however,  Charles  Derosne,  an 
apothecary  of  Paris  in  diluting  a  syrupy  aqueous  extract  of  opium, 
observed  crystals  of  a  substance  now  called  narcotine,  which  he  pre- 
pared pure.  He  believed  that  the  same  body  was  obtained  by  precip- 
itating the  mother  liquor  with  an  alkali,  but  what  he  got  was  mor- 
phine. 

It  was  reserved  for  Friedrich  Wilhelm  Adam  Serlurner,  an  apothe- 
cary of  Eimbeck,  in  Hanover,  Germany,  (1S16),  to  discover  their  true 
interpretation.     It  is  of  peculiar  interest  to  all  pharmacists  that  the 
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merit  belonged  to  an  apothecary  of  first  making  known  the  existence 
of  organic  alkalies  in  the  vegetable  kingdom,  and  that  morphine,  the 
most  valuable  of  all  alkaloids,  was  discovered  by  him. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  age  does  not  destroy  the  morphine 
coatained  in  opium.  A  small  piece  bought  in  1840,  and  hermetically 
sealed,  was  assayed  in  April,  iJ-gg,  and  found  to  contain  6  375  per 
Cent  morphine.  This  lost  only  3.6  per  cent  water  on  drying.  The 
crystals  of  old  opium  are  usually  larger  and  darker  in  color  than  those 
obtained  from  fresh  opium,  I  found  from  the  assays  of  two  very  old 
specimens. 

Since  opium  has  figured  so  prominently  in  national  affairs  and  in 
the  commercial  world,  and  is  a  recognized  panacea  for  all  pains,  and 
is  very  useful  in  the  cure  and  relief  of  many  diseases;  it  is  important 
that  its  preparations  should  be  of  a  reliable  strength.  From  assays  I 
have  carried  out  I  have  obtained  the  following  results: 

No.  o,  10  gms.  powdered  opium,  yield  3  per  cent. 

No.  2,  10  gms.  powdered  opium,  yield  6  per  cent. 

No.  3,  10  gms.  powdered  opium,  yield  9  per  cent. 

No.  4,  10  gms.  powdered  opium,  denarcotized,  25  years  old,  (not 
very  pure),  yield  12.5  per  cent. 

No.  6,  10  gms.  gum  opium,  yield  8  per  cent. 

No.  7,  10  gms.  powdered  opium,  yield  4.7  per  cent. 

No.  9,  10  gms.  gum  opium,  yield  4.25  per  cent. 

No.  II,  10  gms.  gum  opium,  59  years  old,  yield  6.375  per  cent. 

ASSAY   OF    LAUDANUM. 

No  I,  100  Cc.  tincture  of  opium,  yield  0.450,  4-5-  per  cent. 

No  5,  100  Cc.  tincture  of  opium,  yield  0.300  3  per  cent. 

No.  8,  100  Cc.  tincture  of  opium,  yield  0.495  3.25  per  cent. 

I  could  not  secure  as  many  specimens  as  I  would  like  and  neither 
of  the  above  represent  the  cheap  five  cent  bottles  of  laudanum  sold  by 
grocers  and  others. 

I  ordered  one  pound  of  gum  opium  from  one  of  the  wholesale  drug 
houses  in  the  United  States.  The  greater  portion  of  this  pound  con- 
sisted of  a  solid  unbroken  cake  and  with  it  about  half  an  ounce  of 
another  piece.  I  proceed  to  make  an  assay  of  this  small  piece  and 
found  that  it  contained  8  per  cent.  (Assay  No.  6).  I  cut  the  large  piece 
and  found  it  very  moist  and  proceeded  to  prepare  the  powdered  opium 
(from  which  to  make  the  other  preparations)  of  which  I  took  226.75 
gsammes  dried  and  powdered  it  at  a  temperature  not  exceeding  85 
degrees  C.  and  after  carefully  weighing  it  I  found  the  loss  to  be  57. 25 
grammes. 

I  made  all  of  the  liquid  preparations  and  then  began  the  extract, 
after  exhausting  50  grammes  of  the  powdered  opium  and  evaporating 
the  liquid  to  a  definite  weight,  I  took  five  grammes  and  dried  it  at  a 
temperature  of  100  degrees  C.   to  a  constant  weight  and  found  the 
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liquid  extract  to  contain  72  per  cent,  moisture.  Then  from  12  grammes 
I  made  an  assay  as  per  official  process  which  yielded  33  per  cent, 
(large  yield),  this  was  diluted  to  18  per  cent   with  sugar  milk. 

Of  the  finished  product,  I  took  4  grammes  and  assayed  and  to  my 
surprise  there  was  little  more  than  8  per  cent.  And  not  having  any 
opium  of  a  higher  percentage.  I  gave  up  the  extract  as  a  "bad  job." 
Before  making  an  assay  of  the  undried  extract,  I  was  compelled  to  let 
it  stand  for  more  than  a  week  and  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the 
heavy  inert  particles  settled  to  the  bottom  and  that  the  lighter  liquid 
portion  contained  most  of  the  morphine.  I  consider  the  opium  used 
of  very  low  grade  and  probably  contained  a  large  amount  of  traga- 
canth  with  a  lot  of  trash  and  many  fine  shreds  of  the  epidermis  of  the 
poppy  capsule.  It  is  strictly  and  very  difiicult  to  exhaust  on  account 
of  the  gummy  mass.  After  finding  the  low  percentage  in  the  extract 
I  made  an  assay  of  the  large  piece  of  opium  and  found  only  4.25  per 
cent,  morphine. 

With  these  facts  before  us,  we  are  led  to  the  importance  of  first,  a 
reliable  source  for  our  opium,  and  seconded,  to  the  necessity  of  stan- 
dardized opium  preparations.  In  making  laudanum,  we  have  no 
assurance  that  the  finished  product  will  yield  1.3  to  1.5  grammes  of 
morphine  to  each  hundred  Cc  We  may  use  14  per  cent,  opium  and 
then  fail  to  exhaust  the  drug  with  the  menstrum. 

There  is  great  danger  in  using  weak  tincture  of  opium.  One  drop 
has  been  known  to  kill  an  infant,  and  yet  a  customer  will  buy  a  cheap 
five  cent  bottle,  take  it  home  and  dose  his  baby,  at  first,  according  to 
directions,  without  results  and  he  will  increase  the  dose.  At  another 
time,  he  may  buy  an  ounce  from  a  reliable  druggist  made  up  to  the 
pharmacopoel  strength  and  of  this  he  may  administer  a  fatal  dose. 
And  the  druggists  will  probably  be  censured  for  error  or  carelessness 
admixture  with  other  poisonous  drugs.  I  have  the  tincture  made 
from  an  extract  and  from  all  appearances  it  is  superior  to  that  made 
from  the  powdered  opium.  This  was  made  by  first  placing  the  extract 
in  a  mortar  and  making  a.  paste  by  adding  a  small  amount  of  the 
menstruum,  then  add  in  of  two-thirds  of  the  menstrum  required,  filter- 
ing and  passing  enough  menstruumt  hrough  the  filter  to  make  100  Cc. 
If  you  have  an  extiact  of  10,  15,  20  or  25  per  cent,  morphine  you  can 
make  your  liquid  preparation  up  to  the  required  strength  and  at  the 
same  time  be  relieved  of  the  burden  of  doubt  as  to  the  strength  and 
beside  you  will  not  violate  the  law  by  selling  an  inferior  preparation. 

I  have  been  informed  by  a  prominent  physician  that  the  extract  of 
opium  will  produce  the  desired  physological  action.  Then  why  not 
use  the  extract  for  our  liquid  preparations  ?

SOME     RARE     AND    ANOMALOUS     FORMS    OF    PLANTS 

GROWING    NEAR    WILMINGTON,    N.    C, 

WITH    SPECIMENS.

The  Venus  Fly  Trap  (Dionaea  Mucipula)  is  one  of  North  Carolina's 
most  interesting  plants,  as  we  have  the  distinction  of  being  the  only- 
place  in  the  world  where  it  grows  in  its  wild  state  prolificly.  Speci- 
mens can  be  gathered  within  about  two  miles  of  the  City  and  it  is  one 
of  the  wonders  of  plant  life.  The  plant  is  insectivorous  and  lives  upon 
flies,  bugs  and  any  insect  that  may  go  in  the  leaf.  You  will  observe 
very  closely,  on  the  inside  of  each  leaf  are  three  little  hair-like  lines, 
which  stand  out  in  the  leaf  This  is  the  sensitive  part  of  the  leaf  and 
when  touched  by  anything,  a  straw  or  a  leaf,  it  will  close  up  at  once. 
Wonderful  you  will  say  indeed,  when  you  look  at  the  plant  and  its 
construction,  and  yet  nature  has  still  added  more  than  this  sensitive- 
ness. If  the  plant  catches  a  fly  or  a  bug  it  will  crush  the  life  out  of  it 
by  compression.  Then  after  the  insect  is  dead  it  will  throw  out  a 
digestive  fluid  which  partly  digests  the  most  tender  parts  of  the  insect 
and  when  that  has  been  absorbed  into  the  digestive  fluid  it  will  re-ab 
sorb  the  fluid  back  into  the  leaf  and  open  up  again,  and  is  done  with 
the  bug  or  fly  that  is  in  it.  Then  it  is  ready  again  for  its  next  victim. 
You  will  see  that  the  plant  is  now  in  its  budding  and  flowering  season 
and  will  soon  open.  Many  of  you  have  never  seen  this  interesting 
plant  before.  Don't  look  at  it  as  only  a  common  plant  but  one  that 
is  a  curiosity  in  plant  life  and  known  all-over  the  world  as  a  curiosity. 

The  Trumpet  leaf  plant  (Sarracenia  Flava)  is  another  insect  plant 
that  also  attracts  flies  and   bugs  and  kills  them.     It  is  now  in  bloom-

THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE    I.— NAME. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association. 

ARTICLE   II.— OBJECT. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  phar 
macists  and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encourage- 
ment and  improvement,  and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of 
pharmacy,  and  thereby  restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicine 
to  properly  qualified  pharmacists  and  druggists. 

ARTICLE  III  —OFFICERS. 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers:  A  President, 
three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  and  a  Treas- 
urer; also  an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of 
which  the  Secretary  shall  be  one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  sliall  hold  office  until  an  election  of 
successors. 

ARTICLE   IV.— LIFE   MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty  five 
dollars  at  one  time  shall  become  a  life  member,  and  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  future  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE   v. — AMENDING  CONSTITUTION. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be 
submitted  in  writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may 
be  voted  for  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part 
of  the  Constitution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths 
of  the  members  present  taken  thereon. 
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ARTICLE  I.— DUTIES  OF   OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  admin- 
ister the  rules  of  order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall 
nominate  all  special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  resort  to  balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certifi- 
cates of  membership  and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer. 
He  shall  present  at  each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  Association  during  the  year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its 
benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  notice. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of 
their  names. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and 
reports  read.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  with 
the  editing,  publishing  and  distributing  the  proceedings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall 
notify  all  members  four  weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting, 
and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed 
by  him  since  the  last  annual  meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the  chairman 
of  every  special  committee  with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  be 
ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the 
Secretary. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  funds  of 
the  Association.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  bond  must 
be  acceptable  to  th^  Executive  Committee  and  placed  in  the  custody 
of  the  President,  who  shall  deliver  it  to  his  successor.  He  shall  hold 
and  issue  the  certificates  of  membership.  He  shall  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  previous  to  each  annual  meeting,  the  names 
of  those  members  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  succes- 
sive years.  He  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names,  residence  and  date  of 
entrance  of  each  member,  and  furnish  a  list  of  the  same  at  the  close 
of  each  annual  meeting  to  the  Secretary  for  publication.  He  shall 
preserve  all  applications  for  membership.  He  shall  pay  all  bills  when 
countersigned  by  the  President,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  render 
an  itemized  statement  of  his  acounts. 

article  II.— of  committees. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  three  standing  committees :  An  Executive 
Committee  of  five  members,  a  Committee  on  Papers  and  (Queries  an4_ 
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a  Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  each  to  consist  of  three  members, 
and  to  be  annually  elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the 
Association. 

Sec.  3.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an 
ex  officio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  roll,  the 
investigation  of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of 
the  proceedings.  They  shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  the 
names  of  such  members  who  have  refused  to  pay  their  annual  dues 
for  two  successive  years.  They  shall  present  appropriate  notices  of 
deceased  members.  At  least  one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Pro- 
ceedings, as  published  by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  furn- 
ished each  member. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  shall  consider  all  mat- 
ters of  a  trade  or  commercial  nature  referred  to  them,  and  render  a 
report  thereon  at  such  time  as  may  be  directed.  They  may  make 
annual  reports  and  suggest  remedies  of  such  trade  or  commercial 
irregularities  as  they  may  deem  worthy  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all 
papers  or  essays  for  the  Association,  and  designate  which  of  them 
shall  be  read  at  length  and  which  by  title.  Thej^  shall,  in  connection 
with  the  Secretary,  arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate 
and  convenient  for  presenting  them.  They  shall  annually  report, 
within  three  months  after  their  selection,  a  proper  number  of  ques- 
tions of  scientific  and  practical  interest,  the  answers  to  which  may 
advance  the  interests  of  pharmacy ;  and  shall  procure  the  acceptance 
of  as  many  such  questions  for  investigation  and  reply  as  may  be 
practicable ;  and  in  other  ways  induce  the  presentation  of  papers  and 
essays. 

ARTICLE  III.— OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of 
good  moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligible  to  registration 
as  a  Registered  Pharmacist  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of 
which  satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  produced  or  shown  to  the  Exec- 
utive Committee,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing 
with  the  endorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  report  his  applica- 
tion to  said  Committee ;  if,  after  investigating  his  claims,  they  shall 
approve  his  election,  they  shall,  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report 
his  name  to  the  Association,  and  he  may  be  elected  by  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present  on  ballot. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member,  not  in  arrears,  moving  to  another  State  and 
once  in  two  years  reporting  to  the  Secretary  his  address,  shall  be 
regarded  as  an  associate  of  this  Association,  and  it  is  hereby  provided 
that  such  failure  to  report  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  Secret 
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tary  dropping  the  name  of  such  associate  member  from  the  roll  of 
membership.  Associate  members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office 
nor  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Association,  but 
they  shall  have  the  privilege  of  attending  the  meetings  and  partici- 
pating in  the  deliberations. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association 
until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  paid  into  the 
treasury  the  sum  of  three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee;  also  the  annual 
contribution  for  the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become  members 
shall  be  considered  permanent  members,  but  may  be  expelled  for 
improper  conduct  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present 
at  any  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance,  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution.  Any 
one  in  arrears  at  an  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and 
any  one  neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years 
shall  be  liable  to  lose  his  membership.  Members  complying  with 
the  preceding  section  of  this  Article  are  entitled  to  certificates  of 
membership,  signed  by  the  President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer.  Ex-members,  who  are  so  from  omissions  to  pay 
their  dues,  desiring  to  reunite  with  the  Association,  may  do  so  by 
applying  in  writing  to  the  Treasurer  and  paying  into  the  funds  of 
the  Association  the  sum  of  two  years'  dues  when  they  were  members 
and  the  dues  for  the  current  year ;  whereupon  their  names  shall  be 
replaced  upon  the  roll. 

Sec.  6.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  but 
no  resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to 
the  Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secre- 
tary and  reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  Pharmacists,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  who  may 
be  deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction  may  be  elected  honorary  mem- 
bers. They  shall  not  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds,  nor  shall 
they  be  eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

article  IV. — OF  MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  cases  of 
failure  of  this  from  any  cause,  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association 
together  shall  devolve  upon  the  President,  or  on  the  Vice-Presidents, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of 
the  President,  or  Vice-President,  one  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  take  the  chair.  In  absence  of  all  a  President  j9?'0  tempore,  shall 
be  elected  by  the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary 
the  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  3.  Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE  v.— OF   DELEGATES. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  five  delegates  to 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  North  Carolina  State 
Medical  Society.  The  delegates  shall  present  their  report  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to 
appoint  alternates.

CODE    OF    ETHICS. 


ADOPTED    1882. 


The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
considering  it  necessarj^  that  some  mutual  understanding  should 
exist  in  regard  to  the  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profes- 
sion, hereby  agree  upon  the  following  Code  of  Ethics. 

1.  We  accept  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and  guide 
for  all  official  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules 
only  in  exceptional  cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some 
other  process  more  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  section  is 
not  intended  to  interfere  with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or  med- 
icines ordered  in  accordance  with  foreign  pharmacopoeias  ) 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formulae  between  physician  and 
pharmacist,  and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each 
other  when  requested. 

8.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a 
percentage  in  any  form  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being 
derogatory  to  both  professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compro . 
mising  the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect,  in 
return,  the  same  courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good 
and  bad  drugs,  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or 
inert  drug  for  an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious 
consequences,  we  hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines 
from  motives  of  competition  or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of 
the  same  kind  may  be  obtained,  is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  every  honest  apothecary  or  druggist  to  expose  all  such 
fraudulent  acts  as  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

6.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his 
knowledge  and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time 
consumed  in  preparing  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  articles  sold. 
Although  local  and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of 
charges  at  different  establishments,  no  apothecary  should  intention- 
ally undersell  his  neighbors  with  a  view  to  their  injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and 
the  property  of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  yet 
deploring  the  widespread  evil  resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in 
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its  himdred  insidious  forms,  we  condemn  any  attempt  to  make  it  a 
prominent  feature  of  our  business  as  unprofessional,  and  we  denounce 
the  loose  practice  of  allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in  any 
shape  as  a  beverage  as  degrading,  and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists 
the  duty  of  exercising  at  all  times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing 
a  drug  liable  to  such  dangerous  abuse. 

8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give  each 
other  confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting 
the  character,  habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or 
apprentice  who  may  have  applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they 
may  have  given  letters  of  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any 
member  who  shall  divulge  such  confidential  communication  to  the 
detriment  or  annoyance  of  the  member  giving  it  shall,  upon  the 
proof  thereof,  be  no  longer  entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  member, 
and  his  name  be  stricken  from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at 
any  annual  meeting  of  this  Association,  when  the  accused  maybe 
heard  in  his  own  defense,  when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured, 
suspended  or  expelled  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present.

LAWS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  RELATING  TO  THE 
PHARMACISTS  AND  PHARMACEUTICAL  ASSO- 
CIATION. 

E.  M.  Nadal,  S.  J.   Hinsdale,  William  Simpson,  E.   H.  section  3135  of 
Meadows,  T.  C.  Smith,  John  S.  Pescud,  and  such  other  per- 
sons as  may  be  associated  with  them  under  this  chapter, 
are  made  a  body  corporate  under  the  name  and  stjie  of  the  A  body  politic. 
North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  by  said  corporate 
name  shall  have  the  right  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  P°''^^''- 
be  impleded,  to  purchase  and  hold  real  estate  and  grant 
the  same,   to  have  and  use  a  common  seal  and  to  do  such 
other  things  and  perform  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to 
bodies  corporate  and  politic  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  State. 

The  object  of  said  Association  is  to  unite  the  pharmacists  Section  3136. 
and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  aid,  encouragement  poraUon 
and  improvement,  to  encourage  scientific  research,  develop 
pharmaceutical   talent,  to  elevate  the  standard  of  profes- 
sional thought,  and  ultimately  restrict  the  practice  of  phar 
macy  to  properly  qualified  druggists  and  apothecaries. 

No    person,    unless  a  licensed    pharmacist    within  the  Section  3137. 
meaning  of  this  chapter,  except  as  hereinafter   provided, 
shall  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or  store  for  retailing,       . 
dispensing,  or  compounding  medicines  or  poisons;  nor  shall 
any  one  not   a   licensed   pharmacist    prepare  physicians'  unlawful  for 
prescriptions,   except  under  the  supervision  of  a  licensed  ?hln°iic°ens^ed 
pharmacist:    Provided,    Nothing  herein  shall  prevent   the P*^^!™^*^^?"" 

^  '  o  1  conduct  phar- 

sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,   quinine,    epsom  macy. 
salts,  castor  oil,  essence  of  peppermint,  paragoric,  laudanum  Acts  of  1897. 
in  original  package,  calomel,  camphor,  or  sweet  oil. 

Any  person  in  order  to  be  licensed,  shall  be  a  graduate  Section  3138. 
of  some  college  in  pharmacy,  recognized  by  the  North  Car- 
olina Board  of  Pharmacy ;  or  shall  [at  the  passage  of  this  Qualifications 
Act,],  have  had  three  years'  practical  experience  in  the  pre-  sW™^™ 
paration  of  physicions'  prescriptions,  and  in  compounding  Acts  of  1897. 
and  vending  medicines  and  poisons,  or  shall  be  a  licentiate 
of  pharmacy  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  North  Carolina. 

Pharmacists  claiming  the  right  to  be  licensed  under  the  Section  3139. 
preceding  section,  on  account  of  practical  experience,  shall 
within  ninety  days,  after  its  passage,  show  to  the  satisfac-  Qualifications 
tion  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  created  by  this  chapter,  that  sWp"o^n"ac-'^" 
they  have  had  three  years'  practical  experience  in  the  pre-  caUxperience' 
paration  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  in  compounding 
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and  vending  medicines  and  poisons :  Provided,  Nothing  in 
this  section  shall  applj'  to  any  person  in  business  on  his 
own  account.  Licentiates  in  pharmacy  must  have  had  three 
years'  experience  in  stores  where  prescriptions  of  medical 
practitioners  have  been  prepared,  and  shall  have  passed  an 
examination  before  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  The  Board 
of  Pharmacy  may  license  without  further  examination, 
the  licentiate  of  such  other  Boards  of  Pharmacy  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

This  Association  shall  elect  ten  of  its  members,  from 
whom  the  Governor  selects  five,  who  shall  compose  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy.  The  Board  is  empowered  to  transact 
all  business  relating  to  the  legal  practice  of  pharmacj' ;  to 
examine  into  and  adjudicate  upon  all  cases  of  abuse,  fraud, 
adulteration,  substitution  or  malpractice,  and  to  enforce 
all  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  to  render  an  annual  ac- 
count to  the  proper  State  authorities  and  to  the  Association. 
Any  one  examined  by  the  Board  shall  pay  a  fee  of  five 
dollars.  In  case  of  failure  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examina 
tion,  he  shall  be  granted  a  second  examination  without  the 
payment  of  a  further  fee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
members  of  the  Board,  after  receipt  of  notification  of  their 
appointment,  to  appear  before  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  the  county  in  which  they  individually  reside,  and 
make  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  properly  and  faithfully  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  their  office,  and  within  thirty  days 
thereafter  meet  and  organize,  by  the  election  of  a  President 
and  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  said  Board.  The  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  the  term  of  five 
years,  and  the  term  of  other  members  shall  be  determined 
by  lot.  The  Board  shall  hold  meetings  at  least  once  annu- 
ally, or  oftener,  as  the  business  of  the  Board  may  require. 
The  Secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  the  Board  not  less 
than  ten  days'  notice  of  each  meeting.  Three  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  to  examine  all  persone  applying  for  examination  in 
proper  form,  and  to  license  such  as  shall  establish  their 
rights  to  be  licensed.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  said 
Board  shall  be  a  bonded  officer,  held  in  bond  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  made  [payable]  to  the  said  North  Caro- 
lina Pharmaceutical  Association  and  approved  by  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  of  said  Association. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy to  keep  a  book  of  licentiates  at  some  convenient 
place,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given  through  the  pub- 
lic press,  in  which  shall  be  entered,  under  the  supervision 
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of  the  Board,  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  all  persons 
coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  a  state- 
ment (to  be  signed  by  the  person  making  the  application) 
of  such  facts  in  the  case  as  he  may  claim  to  justify  his  ap- 
plication.    The  fee  for  the  licensing  of  proprietors  shall  not  Acts  1897. 
exceed  two  dollars,  and  for  those  in  the  employ  of  others  Fee  for  license 
shall  not  exceed  one  dollar.     The  Secretary  shall  give  re 
ceipts  for  all  moneys  received  by  him  whif h  moneys  shall 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses   of  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  any  surplus  shall  be  for  the  benefit 
of  said  Association.     The  salary  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  Salary  of  Sec- 
fixed  by  the  Board,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  for  ex-  ''^'^''y; 
amination   and  license.     Each   member  of   the   Board   of  compensation 
Pharmacy  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  of  members  of 
day  during  which  he  is  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Board, 
and  all  necessary  expense  incurred  in  attending  the  meet- 
ings of  the  same.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to 
investigate  all  complaints  of  disregard,  non-compliance  or  tigate  com- 
violation  of  this  chapter,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  the  notice  P'^'°'* 
of  the  proper  prosecuting  officer,  whenever  tliere  appears  to 
the  Board  reasonable  grounds  of  complaint.     The  Board  is 
empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  shall  Rules, 
find  necessary  for  carrying  out  this  law,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  purpose  and  spirit  of  the  same.

cines'"; and  should  he  intentionally  adulterate  or  cause  to 
be  adulterated,  or  expose  to  sale  knowing  the  same  to  be 
adulterated,    such  drugs,    chemicals  or    medical  prepara-  P^'f^f 'nr"^'^ 
rations,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  liable  to  a  ally  adulterate 
penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition  penalty, 
thereto  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  book  of  licen- 
tiates.

No  person,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  five  dollars  for 
every  offence,  except  as  herein  provided,  shall  retail  any 
poison  enumerated  in  Schedules  A  and  B,  as  follows,  to- wit : 

Schedule  A. 

Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white 
precipitate,  red  precipitate,  biniodide  of  mercury,  cyanide 
of  potassium,  hydrocanic  acid,  strychnine,  an  essential  oil 
of  bitter  almonds. 

Schedule  B. 

Aconite,  belladonna,  calchicum,  comium,  nux  vomica, 
henbane,  savin,  ergot,  cotton  root,  eautharides,  creosote, 
digitalis,  and  their  pharmaceutical  preparations,  croton 
oil,  chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc,  carbolic 
acid,  oxalic  acid,  opium  and  its  preparations,  except  para 
goric  and  other  preparations  of  opium  containing  less  than 
two  grains  to  the  ounce,  and  other  deadly  poisons  without 
distinctly  labelling  the  bottle,  box,  vessel  or  paper,  in  which 
said  poison  is  contained,  with  the  name  of  the  article,  the 
word  "poison,"  or  vignette  representing  the  skull  and  bones, 
and  the  7iame  and  place  of  business  of  the  seller;  nor  shall 
it  be  lawful  for  anj-  person  to  sell  or  deliver  anj'  poison  enu- 
merated in  Schedules  A  and  B,  unless  upon  due  inquiry  it 
be  found  that  the  purchaser  is  aware  of  its  poisonous  na- 
ture, and  represents  that  it  is  to  be  used  for  a  legitimate 
purpose ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any 
poison  included  in  Schedule  A  without,  before  delivering 
the  same  to  the  purchaser,  caiising  an  entry  to  be  made  in 
a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of  the  sale, 
the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  and 
quantity  of  the  poison  sold,  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  rep- 
resented by  the  purchaser  to  be  required,  and  the  name  of 
the  dispenser — such  book  to  be  always  open  to  proper  au- 
thorities for  inspection.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
dispensing  of  poison  in  usual  doses  and  by  physicians'  pre- 
scriptioDS. 

Nothing  in  the  preceding  section  shall  apply  to  or  inter- 
fere with  the  business  of  any  practitioner  of  medicine  who 
does  not  keep  open  shop  for  the  retailing  of  medicines  and 
poisons;  nor  with  the  busine.ss  of  wholesale  dealers,  ex- 
cepting the  preceding  section  and  the  penalties  for  its  vio- 
lation. 

Any  person  who  shall  permit  by  wilful  neglect  the  com 
pounding  and  dispensing  of  pi'escriptions  in  his  store  or 
place  of  business  bj'  any  person  or  persons  not  licensed 
except  under  the  supervision  of  a  licensed  pharmaceutist;  or 
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any  person  not  licensed  who  shall  keep  open  shop  for  the  Misdemeanor 
retailing  or  dispensing  of  medicines  or  poisons,  or  who  shall  poundh'gof"'
